1. Every vessel, entering or passing along any of the al)ove lines of 
navigation, shall be 'liable to measurement lor tlu^ purpose of ascertaining 
the amount of toll the vessel should pay according to the sche<lule of rates 
authorised by OovernmefT^^to be charged on the line of navigation. 

2. The ton nage of every vessel, except loose timber and rafts, whether 
laden or empty, shall, for the purposes of the “ Canals Act, 1864,” and of 
these rules, be (ietermined by the following measurements; — 




(a) The ))roduct of lialf the length of the vessel, measured along the 
water-line and l•outul the contour of the veas<‘l from centre of 
’ . stem to cent re of stern-post, multiplied by the interior greatest 

brea<lth of the vessel or by tlie greatest breadth of the cargo, 
should this overhang, or, as in the case of logs, be lashed 
" alongi^ide, «:9ultiplied by the greatest interior deptli frem the 

water-line to the bottom of the vessel, is to be taken as equal to 
the number of mannds upon which toll shall be levied. 

(&) The measurement of the length is to be made in feet, rejecting 
frautiaifc of a foot, and the measurement of tlie breaclth and 
depthlfi feet and quartere of feet, rejecting portions of less than 
p a quart.er of a foot.

Vessels meeting 
in. a canal, except when l)eing tracked, must keep to their right when ' 
passing, and when one vessel overtakes uuotlier, the former must pSiss on 
thel^. When vessels, one of which is sailing and the other steaming, meet 
in a canal, the sailing vessel must k^jep to the leeward. A steamer passing 
any vessel is bound to go at a speed not greater than half speed. 


17 Lights and signals . — All vessels, whether trsi veiling or mpqr^ in 
a line of jjavigation. must, between sunset and snnrisc. carry a wliite^ght, 
in a lantern on the forepart of the vessel where it can be distinctW seen 
from all sides. All steam-vessels in motion shall carry the lights pASftribed 
by the Boilnl of Trade Regulations.

18. Crews and Attendants. — Every vessid when stationary shall be 
securely fastened,. and shall at all times have some person in attendance 
on boaitl. Every vessel in motion shall have a suflituent crew. 

19. Fittings. — Vessels must have their luasts, high awnings, and 
^ funnels fitted so, that tijey can be let down v(7h ease and si>eed. and no 
' bamboos or poles shall be ei‘ecte<l on or by vessels when at anchor. 

20. Gmiduct of navigation. — Vessels are prohibited from making fast 
to any portion of the lock-gates or gearing. tWid steamers are ])rohibited 
from making fast the tow-line.s of their boats until the latter are clear of 
the locks. Steamers are prohibited from lashing boats or barges alongside 
while proceeding within locks. Towing ropes o^a greater length than 
50 feet are not to be used in a canal. The throwing <n‘ cinders into any canal 
is prohibited ; they are to be deposited on the bunks. 

21. In every case of wreck or obstruction of the channel by sunken 
vessels, the Supervisor of the line of navigation or of a part of it may call 
upon the person in charge of the vessel to remove the same without delay, 
and shall give every reasonable assistsince towards so doing. But should the 
owner of the vessel or i-aft be not forthcoming, or should he not use raason- 
able expedition in removing the obstruction, or should he decline or fail to 
use proper assistance which may be oflennl to him by the Supervisor, this 
officer may, under the provisions of section 14 of the Act, undertake the 
removal of the obstruction himself at the cost of the />wner of the 'vitit, 
recovfering the expense in the manner laid dow^ in section 9 of tlje 
“ Canals Act, 1864”. 

' In the case of emergency and in the temporary absence of the Supervistw 
from the place where the obstruction occurred any navigation officer present 
must at once report the matter to the Supervisor.

— Masters of ves.stds clearing frSSi any foreign port or 
from any port in the possessions or other depei^entnos of the United States 
for a port in the Canal Zone or for the portsCf Panama or Colon, Republic 
of Panama, or for passage throngli the Panama Canal, must obtain an 
original bill of health in duplicate from tlm o^cer or otticers authorized by 
the quarantine laws and regulations of the united States to sign such 
certificates for vessels entering the ports of the United States. The 
following form is prescribed for such bills of health.” 

II. That the first paragraph of section 2<3)[ the abovementioned 
Executive Order is hereby amended to read as follows : — 

^'‘Section 2 . — Vessels clearing from any foreign port or from any port in 
the possessions or other dej^endencies of the United States for a port in the 
Canal Zone or for the ports of Panaina or Colon, Republic of Panama, or for 
passage through the Panama Canal, and entering or calling at intermediate 
ports, must procure at all said ports a supplemental bill of health in 
duplicate, from the ollicer or officers authorized by the quarantine laws and 
regulations of the United States to sign such certificates for vessels entering 
the ports of the United States. If a quaraiitinable disease has appeared on 
boaid the vessel after leaving the original port of departure, or ^Jier 
circumstances presumably rendiu’ the vessel infecUjj^ llxe supjjlementar^ll 
of health should be withheld until such sanitary measures have Ijeen taken 
as are necessary* The following form is prescribed for supplemental bills of 
health.” 

III. This amendment shall hike effect from and ?ifter the date upon 
which the Panama Canal is officially and formally ofened for use and 
operation, by proclamation of the President of the UnitedVJtates.

Hor^R L. A. Hood, CjB., M.V.U., D.s.O., reporting tlie proceedings of the flotilla 
off the coast of Beigium^e tween 17th October and 9r.h November 1914 : — 

Office of Rear-Admiral, 

# Dover Patrol, 

lltli November 1914. 

• Siv, — I have the honour to report the proceeding.s of tlie flotilla acting off 

the coast of Belgium, between Octoi)er 17tli and November 9th. 

The flotilla was organised to prevent the movement of large bodies of 
German troops along the coast roads from Ostend to Nienport, to support the 
left flank of the Belgiam Army, and to prevent any movement by sea of the 
enemy’s troops. 

. Operations commaneed during the night of October 17th, when the 
“Attentive,” flyiiigJB* flag, accompanied l>y the monitors “Severn,” 
“ Humber ” and ’ the light cruiser “ Foresight ” and several toj’pedo- 

boat destroyers, arrived and anchored ofl Nienport Pier. 

Early on the morning of the 18th October information was received that 
German infantry were advancing on Westende village, and that a battery 
was In action at Westende Bains. ’ The flotilla at once proceeded up past 
Westende and Middlekirke to draw the fire and endeavotfr to silence 
the guns. 
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A brisk shrapnel tire was opened from the shore, which was imuiedis,tely 
replied to, and this commenced the iiaval operations on the coast which 
continued for more than thme weeks witliont iutennission. 

Daring the first week the enemy’s troops were endeavouring to pusii 
forward along tlie coast roads, and a large accamulatiou 6f transport existed 
wr*hin reach of the naval gnus. 

On OetolM-r IKth machine guns from the “ Severn ” were landed at 
Nieuport to assist in the defence, and Lieutenant M S. Wise fell, gallantly 
leading his men. 

The “ Amazon,” flying my flag, was badly holed on the waterline and 
was sent to England for repairs, and during the early days Jtt^t of the 
vessels suffered casualties, chiefly from shrapnel shell from the rndd gnns of 
the enem'y. 

The presence of the ships on the coast soon caused alterations in the 
enemy’s xdS'its, less and less of their troops were seen, while raoi’e and more 
heavy guns wert^radually mounted among the sand dunes that fria/:;|^ the 
coast. • 

It soon became evident that more and heavier gnus were required in the 
flotilla. The Scouts therefore returned to j^ tfland. while H. M. S. 
“ Venerable ” and several older cruisers, sloops iu3SPv^>etfiJu)ats arrived to carry 
on the operations. tr* 

Five French tori)edo-l)oat destroyers wei’e ])laced under my orders by 
Admiral Faverean, and on the 30th October 1 had the honour of hoisting my 
flag in the “ Intrepide.” and leading the French flotilla into action off Lom- 
bartzyde. The greatest harmony and enthusiasm existed between the sillied 
flotillas. 

As the heriviei* gsns of the enemy came into play it was inevitable that 
the' casualties of the flotilla increased, the most. im])()rtant l)eing the disable- 
ment of the 6-iuch turret and several shots oii>.the waterline of the “Mersey," 
the death of the CominaJiding OJIicer and eiglit men and the dis{il)leraent of 
16 others in the “Falcon” which ve.ssel came under a heavy fire when 
guarding the “Venerable” against submarine attack; the “Wildfire” and 
“Vestal ’ were badlj’ holed, aiul a number ofCi;;asnalties caused* in the 
“Brilliant” and “ Rinaldo.” 

Enemy submarines were seen and torj)edoes were fired, and daring the 
latter part of the operations the work of the torpedo craft was chiefly 
confined to tlie protection of the larger ships. 

It gradually became apparent that the rush of the enemy along the coast 
had been checked, that the operations were developing into a ti’ench warhire, 
and that the work of the flotilla had for the moment ceased. 

The arrival of allied rtnnforcemeuts and the inundation of the country 
surrounding NieujKjrt rendered the further }»resence of the shi ps unneces- 
sary. 

The work of tlie squadroji was much facilitated by*1;he efforts of Cmbnel 
Bridges, attached to the Belgian Headquarters, Tud to** him I am greatly 
indebted for his constant and unfailing support.

My Lord, 

I have the honour to report the operations of the Forces under my 
command since the date of my last despatch, 2nd February 15)15. 

1. The event of chief interest and importatjce -vdii^i^has taken place is 
the victory achieved over the enemy at the Battle of NlK||^ Chapelle, which 
was fought on the 10th, 11th and 12th of March. Ttremain attack was 
delivered' by troops of the Firsl Array under the command of General 
Sir Douglas Haig, supported by a large force of Heavy Artillery, a Division 
of Cavalry and some Infantry of the general reserve. 

Secontto.ry'and holding attacks and demonstrations were made along the 
front of the Second Army under the direction of its Commander, General 
Sir Horace Smith-Dorrieu. ^ 
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Whilst tUh suoosss attained was due to the magnificent bearing and 
indomitable conrdfie displayed hy the troops of the 4th and Indian Corps, * 
I consider that the able and skilful dispositions, which were made by the 
« General Ofiicer Commanding First Army, contributed largely to tite defeat 
of the ^emy and to the capture of his position. The energy and vigour 
with which General Sir Douglas Haig handled his command show him^ be 
a leader of great ability anti power. 

Another action of considerable importance was brought about by a 
surprise attack of the Germans made on the 14th March against the 27th 
Pivis ijMt holding the trenches east of St. Eloi. A large force of 
artilldry was concentrated in this area under cover of mist, and a heavy 
voiumeof fire was suddenly brought to bear on the trenches at 5 P.M. This 
artillefjPWJtack was accompanied by two mine explosions; and, in the con- 

• fusion caused l)y these and tlie suddenness of the attack, the <f>osition of 
•St. Eloi was captured and lield for some hours by the enemy. 

Well directed and vigorous counter-aitacks, in which the troops of the 
5th Army Corps showed great bravery and determination, restored the situa- 
ti(j^by the evening of the 15th, 

« A more detailed accotAit of these operations will apiAir in subsequent 
pages of this despatch. 

2. On the 6th B|ebrji;M— frj^brilliant action by troops of the 1st Corps mate- 
rially improved oui^SsIiron in the area south of the La Bassee Canal. Dur- 
. ing the previous night parties^f Irish Guards and of the 3rd Battalion Colds- 
tream Guards had succeeded in gaining ground whence converging fire could 
be directed on the flanks and rear of certain brickstacks ” occupied by the 
Germans, which had beeiPfor some time a source of considerable annoyance. 

At 2 P.M. tlie affairs commenced with a severe bombardment of the 
“ brickstacks ” and the enei^’s trenches. A brisk ^ttack ^y the 3rd Cold- 
. stream Guards and J rish Guards from our trenches west of the “ brickstacks ” 
followed, and was supported by fire from the flanking positions which had 
been ’seized the previous 'rlight l)y the same regiments. The attack 
succeeded, the “ brickstacks ” were occupied without d^iflicnlty, and a line 
established north and south through a point about forty yanis east of tAie 
“ brickstacks.” _ 

The casualties sufle^l by the 5th Corps throughout the period under 
review, and particularly during the month of February, have been heavier 
than tho.se in other parts of the line. I regret this; but 1 do not think, 
taking all the circumstances into consideration, that they were unduly 
numerous. Tlie position then occupied by the 5th Corps has always been 
a very vnlneral)le part of our line; the ground is marshy, and trenches are 
most diflicult to con.struct and maintain. The 27th and 28th Divisions of 
tlie 5th Corps have had no previous experience of Euroiieaii w^arfare, and a 
• number of the units (composing it had only recently returned from service 

• in tropical climates, in consequence, the hardships of a rigorous winter 
canv^ign fell with greater weight upon these Divisions than upon any other 
in Hie command., • 

Chiefly owing to these causes, the 5th Corps, up to the beginning of 
March, was constantly engaged in counter-attack to retake trenches and 
ground which had b|?en lost. 

In their difficult and arduous task, however, the troops displayed the 
utmost giillautry ^d devotion ; and it is most creditable to the skill and 
energy of their lewBers that I am able to report how well they have sur- 
jiiounted all their difficulties, that the ground first taken over by them is 
still intact, and held with little greater loss than is incurred by troops in 
all other parts of the line. 

On the 14th February the 82ud Brigade of the 27th Division was driven 
. from its trenches east of St. Eloi ; but by 7 A.M., on the 15th all these 
trenches had beefn recaptured, tifteeii prisoners taken, and sixty Geiunan 
dead counted in front of the trenches. Similarly in the 28th Division 
trenches were lost by-A ^^ 5th Brigade and retaken the following night. 

During the moj|yporT'ebruary the enemy made several attempts to get 
through all along t^Wine', but he was invariably repulsed with loss. A 
particularly vigorous attempt was made on the 17th February against the 
trenches held by the Indian Corps, but it was brilliantly repulsed. 

•. * pn February 28th a successful minor attack was made on the enemy’s 
0 trenches near St. Eloi by small parties of the Princess ■ Patricia’s Canadian 
Light In&ntry. The attack was divided into three small groups, the whole 
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under the coinmand of Lieutenant Crabbe : No. 1 Group under Lieutenant 
Papineau, No. 2 Gronp under Serjeant Patterson, and No. 3 Group under 
Company Serjeant-Major Lloyd. 

The head of the party got within dfieeen or twenty yards of the German, 
trench and charged ; it was dark at the time (about 5-15 A.M.). 

^Lieutenant Crabbe, who showed the greatest dash and 6lan, took his 
party over everythiiig in the trench until they had- gone down it about 
eighty yards, wlieii they were stopped by a barricade of sandbags and timber. 
Tliis party, as well as tlie others, then pulled down the front face of the 
German parapet. A number of Germans were killed and wonuder* and a 
few prisoners were taken. 

The services performed by this distinguisiied corps liave continyued to be 
very valuable since 1 had occasion to refer to them in my la's!, aespatch. 
Tiiey haveSbeen most ably organised, trained and commanded by Lieutenant- 
Colonel F. 1). Farquhar, D.S.O., wlio, 1 deeply regret to say, was killed while 
superintending some trench work on the 20th March. His loss wjll be 
deeply felt. 

A very gallan^e^^ack was made by the 4th Battalion of the King's F :yal 
Rifle Corps of tln^flOth Brigade on the enemy's tr^iches in the early hours o-^ 
Marcfli 2nd. The Battalion was led by Major Widdrington, who launched it 
at 12-30 A.M. (he himself being woundetl duririg orogress), covcj-ed by an 
extremely accurate and effective artilley fire. Aborrc* sixty yards of the 
enemy’s trench vrere cleared, but the attack was brought to a standstill by a 
very strong barricade, in attempting to storm which several casualties were 
incurred. 

3. During the month of February 1 arranged with General Foch to 

render the 9th French Corps, h(dding the trenches on my left, some much- 
needed rest by ^endin,g the three Divisions of( the British Cavalry Corps to 
holcta portion of the French trendies, each division for a period of ten days 
altermitely. ^ 

It was very gratifying to me to note ontie again in this campaign the 
eager readiness which the Cavalry displayed to undertake a r61e whicli does 
not properly belong to them in order to .support and assist theii- French 
comrades. 

In carrying out tliis work leaders, officers and men displayed the same 
skill and energy which I have had reason to comment upon in former 
despatches. 

The time passed by the Cavalry in the French trenches was, on the 
whole, quiet and uneventful, but there are one or two incidents calling for 
<remark. 

At about 1-45 A.M. on 16th February a half-hearted attack was made 
against the right of tlje line held by the 2ud Cavalry Division, but it was 
easily repulsed by rifle fire, and the enemy left several dead in front of the « 
trenches. The attack was delivered against the second and third trenches 
from the right of the lino of this Division. 

At (> A.M. on the 21st the enemy blew up one of "the 2nd Cavalry Divi- 
sion trenches held by the Kith Lancers, and some adjoining French 
trenche.s. The enemy occupied forty yards of our trench and tried to advance, 
but were stopped. An immediate counter-attack by the supporting squadron 
was slopped by machine-gun fire. The line was established opposite the 
gai», and a counter-attack by two squadrons and one French 

reserve was ordered. At 5-30 P.M. 2nd Cavalry Divisio,i reported that the • 
counter-attack did not succeeii in retaking the trench blown in, but that a 
new line had been established forty yards in rear of it, and that there was no 
further activity on the part of the enemy. At 10 P.M. the situation was 
unchanged. 

The Commander of the Indian Cavalry Corps oxpre.s.sed a strong desire 
that the troops under his command should gain some exiierience in trench 
warfare. Arrangements were made, therefore, with the Geneml Officer 
Commanding the Indian Corps, in pursuance of ,y^^joli the various units 
of the Indian Cavalry Corps have from time touJj^ taken a turn in- the 
trenches, and have thereby gained some valuable expe^Wce. 

4. About the end of ITebruary many vital considerations induced me to 
believe that a vigorous offensive movement by the Forces under my com- 
mand should be planned and carried out at the earliest possible moment^ 

Amofigst> the ipore important raasons which convinced me of this neces- 
sity were :-^The general aspect of the Allied situation throughout Europe, 
and particulariy the marked success of the Russian Army in repelling' the 
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violent onslaughts of Marshal Von Hindenburg; the apparent weaken- • 
ing of the enemy in my front, and the necessity for assisting our Russian. 
Allies to the utmost by holding as many hostile troops as possible in the 
^ Western Theatre ; the efforts to tliis end which were being made by the 
French Forces at Arras and Cliampagjie, and, perhaps tlie most weighty 
consideiation of all, the need of fostering the offensive spirit in the troops 
under my command after the trying and possibly enervating experiQjces 
which they had gone through of a severe winter in the trenches. 

. In a former despatch I commented upon the ilifiiculties and drawbacks 
which^he winter weatlier in this climate imposes upon a vigorous offensive. 
Earl/^n March these diiliculties became greatly lessened by the drying up 
of the country and by spells of brighter weather. 

I C?3iot propose in this despatch to enter at length into the considera- 
tions which actuated me in deciding upon the jdan, time and j>lace of my 
attack, but Your Lordship is fully aware of these. 

As mentioned above, the main attack was carried by units of the First 
Army, supported by troops of the Second Army and the general reserve. 

^ The object of the main attack was to be the capJ yy e of the village of 
^Neuve Chapel le and thejenemy’s position at that pointj and the establish- 
ment of our line as far forward as possible to the east of that place. 

The object, nature jiii(Ji:*cope of the attack, and instructions for the 
conduct of the opesartSbn' were communicated by me to Sir Douglas Haig iu 
a secret memorandum dated fCUh February. 

The main to])Ographical feature of this part of the theatre is a marked 
ridge whicli runs south-west from a point two miles south-west of Lille to 
the village of Fournes,cW lienee two spurs run out, one due west to a height 
known as Haut Pommereau, the other following the line of the main road 
to lilies. O 

The buildings of the village of Neuve Cluipolle’run aW)ng the Rue du 
. Bois-Fauquisart Road. There is a triangle of roads just north of the village. 
This area consists of a few liig houses, with walls, gardens, orchanl, etc., and 
here with the aid of numerous machine guns, the enemy had established a 
strong post which flanked the approaches to the village. 

The Bois dU Biez, which lies roughly south-east of the village of Neuve 
Chapellc, influenced thCJ^ourse of this operation. 

Full instructions as to assisting and supporting the attack were issued to 
the Second Army. 

The battle opened at 7-30 A.M. on the 10th March by a powerful artillery 
bombanlment of enemy’s position at Neuve Chapelle, The artillery bombard- 
ment liad been well prepared and was most effective, except on the extreme 
northern portion of the front of attack. 

At 8-5 A.M. the 23rd (left) and 25th (right) Brigades of the 8th Division 
assaulted the German trenches on the north-west of the village. 

At the same hour the Garhwal Brigade of the Meerut Division, which 
oeuwied the position to the south of Neuve Chapelle, assaulted the German 
trfemhes in its fronf. 

The Garhv^l Br^ade and the 25th Brigade carried the enemy’s 
lines of entrenchments where the wire entanglements had been almost 
entirely swept away by our shrapnel fire. The 23rd Brigacle, however, on 
the north-ea.st was held up by the wire entanglements, which were not 
. sufiBciently cut. ^ 

At 8-5 A.M. jjlie artillery turned on to Neuve Chapelle, and at 8-35 A.M. 
the advance of the infantry was continued. 

• The 25th and Garhwal Brigade pushed on eastward and north-eastward, 
respectively, and succeeded in getting a footing in the village. The 23rd 
Brigade was still held up in front of the enemy’s wire entanglements, and 
could not progress. Heavy losses were suffered, especially in the Middle- 
sex Regiment and the Scottish Rifles. The progress, however, of the 26th‘ 
Brigade into Neuve Chapelle immediately to the .souih of the 23rd Brigade 
had the effect of turmng the southern flank of the enemy’s defences in front 
of the 23rd Brigade^t^ 

’ This fact, com^pKed with powerful artillery support, enabled tJie 23rd 
• Brigade to get forw'aid between 10 and 11 A.M., and by 11 A.M. the whole of 
the village of Neuve Chapelle and the roads leading northward and south- 
westward from the eastern end of jthat village were in our hands. 

* During this time our artille^ completely cut off the village and the 
surrounding country from any German reinforcements w'hich could be

thjppw]^ in^ Dm fight to restore the situation by means pf a curtain of 
sh^pnelfire. Prisoners subsequently reported that all attempts at reinfor- 
cing the front line were checked. 

Steps were at once taken to consolidate the position won. ^ 

Considerable delay occurred after the capture of the Neuve C^apelle 
position. The infantry was greatly disorganised by the violent nature of the 
attaiKk and by its passage through the enemy's trenches and the buildings of 
the village. It was necessary to get nnits to some extent togetJier before 
pushing on. The telephonic communication being cut by tlie enemy’s fire 
rendered communication between front and rear most diflicnlt. The fact of 
the left of the 23rd Brigade having l)een held up had kept back Srife 8th 
Division, and had involved a portion of the 25th Brigade in (fighti ng to the 
north out of its proper direction of advance. All this required siJ^^^tment. 
An orchard^^held by the enemy north of Neuve Chapelle also threatened the 
flank of an advance towards the Anbers Ridge. 

1 am of opinion that this delay would not have occurred had the clearly 
expressed onler of the General Oflicer Comiuanning First Army been more 
carefully observed. 

The difficulties above enumerated might ht^e been overcome ai^n 
earlier period of the day if the General Officer Commanding 4th Corps haa 
been able to bring his reserve brigades more sp<,>edLly into action. 

As it was, the further advance did not commeiPtob^^34pre 3-30 P. M. 

The 21st Brigade was able to form up in ti^- oi)en on the left without a 
shot being fired at it, thus showing that at the time the enemy’s resistance 
had been paralysed. The Brigade pushed forwanl in the direction of Moulin 
Du Pietre. ^ 

At first it made good progress, but was subsequently held up by the 
machine-gun fire from the houses and from ^.defended work in the line of 
the German enttenchmonts opposite the right m the 22nd Brigade. 

Further to the south the 24th Brigade, which had been directed on 
Pietre, was similarly held up by machine-guns the houses and trenches at 
the road junction six hundred yards north-west of Pietre. 

The 25th Brigade? on the right of the 24th, was also held up by machine- 
guns from a bridge held by the Germans, over the River Des Layes, which is 
situated to the nortli-w’est of the Bois Du Biez. ‘ - 

Whilst two briipdes of the Meerut Division wer(i establishing them- 
selves on the new line, the Dehra Dun Brigade, supported by the Jullujidur 
Brigade of the Lahore Division, moved to the attack of the Bois Du Biez, 
but were hold up on the line of the River Des Layes by the German post at 
tJie bridge which enfiladed them and brought them to a standstill. 

The defended bridge over the River Des Layes and its neighbourhood 
immediately assumed considerable imiwrtauce. Whilst artillery fire was 
brought to bear, as far as circninstances would permit, on this point, Sir 
Douglas Haig directed the Ist Corps to despatch one or more battalions of 
the 1st Brigade in support of the troops attacking tlie*Bridge. Three^^it- 
talions were thus sent to Richebourg St. Vaast. Daftness ocjoming on, and 
the enemy having brought up reinforcements, no further progress could be 
made, and the Indian Corps and 4th Corps proceeded to consolidate the 
position they had gained. t 

. Whilst the opemtions which I have thus briefly recorded were going 
on, the 1st Corps, in accdnhince with orders, delivered vu attack in the 
morning from Givenchy, simultaneously with that against Neuve Chapelle ; 
but, as the enemy’s wire was insufficiently cut, very little progress could " 
be made, and the troops at 'this point did little more than hold fast the 
Germans in front of them. 

On the following day, March 11th, the attack was renewed by the 4th and 
Indian Corps, but it was soon seen that a further advance ^ould be impos- 
sible until the artillery had dealt effectively with the various houses and 
defended localities which held up the troops along t^,entire front. Efforts 
were made to direct the artillery fire accordingly; btfl^lving to the weather 
conditions, which did not permit of aerial observation, and the fact that 
nearly all the telephonic communications between the artillery observers and 
their batteries had been cut, it was impossible to do so with sufficient 
accuraby. Even when our troops which ,were pressing forward occupied 
a hohse here apd there, it was not possible to stop our artillery fire, and the 
infantry had to be ^thdrawn. 
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The two pxincipal points which barred the advance were the aame as on ' 
the preceding day— namely, the enemy’s position about IConlin de Pietre 
and at the bridge over the Kiver Dee Layes. 

On the 12th March the same un&vooiable conditions as regards weather 
prevailed, and hampered artillery action. 

Although the 4th and Indian Corps most gallantly attempted to c^ture 
the strongly fortided positions in their front, they were unable to mamlbaiu 
themselves, although they succeeded in holding them for some hours. 

Operations on this day were chiefly remarkable for the violent counter- 
attack^supported by artillery, which were delivered by the Germans, and 
the ejfS? with which they were repulsed. 

As most of the objects for which the ojierations hud been undertaken had 
been it^^'fAied and as there were reasons why I considered it inadvisable to 
continne the attack at that time, 1 directed Sir Douglas Haig on the night of 
the 12th to hold and consolidute the gi-ound which had been gained by the 
4th and Indian Corps, and to susiieiid further offensive operations for the 
present. 

On the morning of the 12th 1 informed the General A^fiicer Commanding 
ItrtArmy that he could cqiII on the 2nd Cavalry DivisiCh, under General 
*Gougb, lor immediate support in tlie event of the successes of the First Army 
opening up o])j)ortnnities,fae As favourable employment. This Division and 
a Brigade of tlie Noi?**J?Mhifland Division, which was temporarily attached to 
it. was moved forward for tide, purpose. 

The .')th Cavalry Brigade, under Sir Philip Chetwode, reached the liue 
Bac(iuerot at 4 r.M. witli a view to rendering immediate support; but he was 
informed by tlie Generid, Dfiicer (Commanding 4th Corps that the situation 
was not so favouralile as he liad hojieil it would be and that no further action 
by the cava'rly was advi.sable*^ 

General (lough's comma nu. therefore, retired to Elitaires.* , 

The artillery of all kinds was handled with the utmost energy and skill, 
and rendered invaluable supjurt in the prosecution of the attack. 

The losses during these three days’ lighting were, I regret to say, very 
severe, numbering — 190 officers and 2,337 other ranks, kflled. 

359 officers and 8,174 other ranks, wounded. 23 officers and 1,728 other 
ranks missing. 

But the icsults attained were, in my ojiinion, wide and far reaching. 

The enemy left .sevei’al tliousand dead on the battlefield which were seen 
and counted; and we have jiositive information that upwards of 12,0()0 
wounded were removed to the north-east and east by train. 

Thirty officers and 1,657 other ranks of the enemy wen* captured. > 

1 can best express my estimate of this battle by quoting an extract from 
a Special Order of the Day which I addressed to Sir Douglas Haig and the 
First Army at its conclusion. 

“I am anxious to express to you personally my warmest appreciation of 
^ the skilful manner in which you have carried •■out your orders, 
and ^y leigfent and most heartfelt appreciation of the magni- 
cent gallantry and devoted, tenacious courage displayed by all 
ivurtcs whom you have ably led to success and victory.” 

5. Some ojieratimis in the nature of holding attacks, carried out by 
troops of the Secomi Army, were instrumental in keeping the enemy in 
front of them occuMed, and preventing reinforcements being sent from those 
portions of the front to the main point of attack. 

• At 12-30 A. M, on the 12th March the I 'th Infantry Brigade of the 4th 
Division, 3rd Corps, engaged in an attack on the enemy which resulted in 
the capture of the village of L’Ejiinette and adjacent farms. ' 

Supported by n brisk fire from the 18th Infantry Brigade, the 17th 
Infantry Brigade,a detailed for the attack assaulted in two columns converg- 
ing, and obtained the first houses of the village without much loss. The 
remainder of the village was very heavily wired, and the enemy got away 
by means of commnnicfiJ!3)a trenches while our men were cutting through 
the wire. ^ 

The enemy suffered considerable loss ; our casualties being 5 ofDeers 
and 30 other ranks, killed and wounded. 

The results of this operation was that an advance of 300 yards was madU 
on a front of half a mile. 

All attempts to retake this position have been repuhsMi with heavy loss 
to the enemy. , 
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The Geueral Officer Cdmmanding the Second Corps arranged for an 
attack on a part of the enemy’s position to the sonth-west of the village of 
Wytschaete which he had timed to commence at 10 A.M., on the 12th March. 
Owing to dense fog, the assault could not be made until 4 o’clock in the 
afterpoon. ^ 

It was then commenced by the Wiltshire and Worcestershire Begiments, 
but was so ham))ered by the mist aiid the approach of darkness that nothing 
more was effected than holding the enemy to his ground. 

The action of St. Eloi referred to in the lirst paiugraph of this 
despatch commenced at .5 p.m. on the 14th March by a very heavy can- 
nonade which was directed against our trenches in front of St. Erwl, the 
village itself and the approaches to it. There is a large mound lying 
to the south-east of the village. When the artillery attack was attr*nAeight 
a mine was* exploded under this mound, and a .strong hostile infantry attack 
was immediately launched against the trenches and tlie inovind. 

Our artillery opened lire at once, as well a.s our infantry, anti inflicted 
considerable lo.s8e.s on the enemy during their advance : but, chiefly owing 
to the explosion of ftie.mine and the surprise of the overwhelming artiyery 
attack, the enemj’C intaiitry had penetrated the firpt line of trenches at some 
points. As a consequence tlie garrisons of other w'orks which liad success- 
fully resisted the assault were enfliaded nndXcuned to retire just before it 
turned dark. " 

A counter-atta<!k was at once organised by^he General Officer Command- 
ing 82ad Brigade, under the onlers of the General Officer Commandijig 
27th Division, who brought up a reserve brigade to support it. 

The attack was launched at 2 A.M. and the tfi^nd Brigade succeeded in 
recapturing the portion of tiie village of St. Eloi which was in the hands of 
the enemy and a portion of the trendies ea^jc of it. At 3 A.M. the 8l)th 
Brigade in supifort took more trenches to the east and west of the village. 

The counter attack, which was well carried out under difficult conditions, 
resulted in the recapture of all lost ground of niuterial importance. 

It is satisfactory to l>e able to record that, though tJie troops occni>ying 
the first line of trentfhes were at first overwhelmed, they afterwards behaved 
very gallantly in the counter-attack for the recovery of Uie lost ground; and 
the following units earned and received the speoMl commendation of the 
Army Commander: — The 2nd Royal Irish h'nsiliers, the 2nd Duke of 
Cornwall’s Light Infantry, tlie 1st Leiu.stor Hegiment. the 4th Rifle Biigade 
and the Princess Patricia’s Canadian Light Infantry. 

A vigorous attack made by tlie enemy on the 17tli to l•ecapt^re these 
trenches was repulsed with great loss. 

Throughout the jieriod under review night enterprises by smaller or 
larger patrols wbieh were laid with cousnmniate skill and daring, have been 
very active along the whole line. 

A moral superiority has thus been established, and valuable information 
has been colloetetl. 

I cannot s^ieak too liiglily of tlie invincible courag? and the remar'K’^ble 
resoui’ce displayed by these patrols. 

The troops .of the 3rd Corps have particularly impreseed me by their 
conduct of these operations. 

6. The work of the Royal Plying Corps tlirouglfout this period, and 
specially during the oiieratioiis of the lOtli, 11th, and lit?' March, was of the 
greatest value, Tliough the weather on March 10th an(\d*ni the subsequent 
days was very unfavouiulde for lerial work, on account of low-lying clouds 
and mist, a remarkable number of hours’ flying of a most valuable charactelF 
were effected, and continuous and close reconnaissance was maintained over 
the enemy's front. 

In addition to the work of reconnaissance and observation of artillery 
fire, the Royal Flying Corps was charged with the special duty of iiampering 
the enemy’s movements by de.stroyiiig various points on bis communica- 
tions. The railways at Menin, Courtrai, Don aml^Doual were attacked, 
and it is known that very extensive damage effected at certain 

of these places. Part of a trooi» train was hit by a bomb, u wireless installa- 
tion near Lille is believeti to have been effectively destroyed, and a house in 
which the eicilemy.had Installed one of his Headquarters was set on fire. 
TheAe affoixf otjUci* instances of successfq^ operations of this character. 
of the objective mentioned were attacked at a height of only 100 to 150. feet. 
In one case the pfiot descended to about 50 feet above the point he was 
attacking. , 
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Certain new and important forms dl activity, whicli it is undesirable to 
speeity, have been sini tinted and pushed forward with much vigour and • 
success. 

There have been only eight days during tlio period under review on 
•which recoiinaissances have not been made. A total of approximately 130,000 
miles iiiive been flown — almost entirely over the enemy’s lines. 

No great activity has been shown over our trooi>8 on the part of the 
enemy’s aircraft, but they have been attacked wlienevcr and wlierever^^iet 
with, and usually forced down or made to seek refuge in their own lines. ' 

7. In my last dcjspatch 1 referred to the remarkable promptitude and 
lapidU^witii which I'einfoi’cemeuts arrived in this country from England. 

In connection with tliis it is of interest to call attention to the fact that, in 
spite heavy casualties incurred in the fighting between the 10th and 

13th Alajw, all deliciejicies,. both in oflicers and nink and tile, were made 
good within a few days of the conclusion (*f the battle. 

Ti»e drafts for the Indiau Contingents have much improved of late, and 
Are now quite satisfactory. 

8ince the date of my last report the general health of the Army has been 
e:Ollent, enteric has decreased, and there has been ^ J recurrence on any 
•Appreciable scale of theP“ foot ” trouble which airpeared^so thi’eatening in 
l)ecem her and January. ^ 

These results skill and energy which have characterised 

in a marked degree'Tue worl^ of the Koyal Army Medical Corps throughout 
the campaign, under the able sfi])ervisiou of Siirgeon-tTeneral T. J. O’Donnell, 
D.a.O., Deputy Director-Oeiiend. Medical Services, lint much credit is also 
due to Divisional, Brigade. Itegimental and Company Commanders for the 
dose supervision which ‘Bas been; kept over the healtli of their men by seeing 
that the precautions laid down for the troops beff)i’e entering and after 
leaving the trenches are duiyK>hserved. and by the estabislmient and eflicient 
maintenance of batliing places ami wash-houses, ami l\v tlje ingenious pieans 
universally employed throuuhont the Forces to maintain the cleanliness of 
the men, liaving regard hotlrto tlieir bodies and tiicir clotliing. a . 

1 iiave inspected most of tiicse houses and establishments, and consider 
them models of careful orgiinisation and supervision. • * 

1 would particubirlx comment upon tlte energy displayed by the Royal 
Army Medical Crops in' tlie scientific clVorts t.liey’luive made to discover and 
dieck disease in its earliest stages by a system of experimental research, 
whicii J tliink has tiever before l)een so fully developed in the field. 

In this work they liave Iteen ably as.sisted l>y those distinguished 
members of the medical profession wlu) kre now employed as Military 
Medical Oilicers, and wliose invaluable .services 1 grtitefully acknowledge. 

Tlie actual strength of the Force in the field has l)eeji increased and the 
heailth of the troops improved by a system of “ convalescent ” hospitals. 

Ill tiiese estalilishments slight wounds and minor ailments are treated, 
and men requiring attention and rest are received. 

these meap^ eflicient soldiers, wdiose services would otherwise he 
lost for a loiift timeoare kept in the country, wliilst a laige number of men 
are given immediate relief and rest when tliey require it without removing 
them from the area of opemtions. 

This adds inatt^ially to the fighting efficiency of the Forces. 

Tlie jirincipal convalescent hospital is at St. Omer. It was started and 
organised by C^oriel A. F. L. Bate, Army Medical Service, whose zeal, 
energy and orgSfiising power have rendered it a model hospital of its kind, 

, and this example has matertally assisted in the efficient oi'ganisation of 
similar smaller establishments at every Divisional Headquarters. 

8. I have alieady commented upon the number and severity of the 
•casualties iu action which have occirrred in the iieriod under report. Here 
once again I have to draw attention to the excellent work done by Surgeon- 
General O’Donnell, and his officers. No organisation could excel the 
•efficiency of the arrangements — whether in re^rd to time, space, care and 
comfort, or transport^which are made for the speedy evacuation- of the 
wounded. 

I wish particularly to express my deep sense of the loss incurred by the 
Army in general, and by the Forces in France in particular, in the death of 
Brigadier-General J. E. Gough, v.c., C.M.G., A.D.C., late Brigadier-General, 
G^qneral Staff, First Army, which occurred on 22nd February as a re^lt of a 
e6vere wound received on the 20th February when inspectiog the trenches 
of the 4th Corps. ^ . * 
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1 always regarded General Googh as one of oar most promisiag military 
leaders of the future. His services as a Staff OfiSoer throtghout the campaign 
have been invaluable, and I had already brought his name before Your liora- 
ship for immediate promotion. 

1 can well understand how deeply these casualties are felt by the nation * 
at large, but each daily report shows clearly that they are being endured on at 
least an equal scale by all the combatants engaged throughout Europe, friends 
anif^oes alike. 

In war as it is to*day between civilised nations, armed to the teeth With 
the present deadly riflde and machine-gun, heavy casnaities are absolutely 
unavoidable. For the slightest undue exposure the heaviest toll is eCjCted. 

The power of defence conferred by modern weapons is the main cause of 
the long duration of the battles of the present day. and it is this which 
mainly accounts for such loss and waste of life. 

Both oke and the other can, liowever, b;* shortened and lessened if attacks 
can be supported by the most efficient and powerful force of artillery avail- 
able ; but ail almost unlimited supply of ammunition is necessary and a most 
liberal discretionary power as to its use must lie given to the Artillery 
Commanders. *V> O 

I am cohtidenS>that this is the only means by ^hich great results can be^ 
obtained with a minimum of loss. , 

9. On the 15th February the Canadian Di^5i^ _;^egan to arrive in this 
country. 1 inspected the Division, which ims 'Tindc^ the command of 
Lieutenant-General E. A. H. Alder.sou, C.B., on’'20th February. 

They presented a splendid and most soldier-like appearance on parade. 
The men were of good physique, liard and lit. I i edged by wliat 1 saw of 
them that they were well trained, and quite able Irl take their places in the 
line of battle. 

Since then ^the Division has thoroughly Vjjnstilied the good opinion 1 
forniqd of it. 

Th6 troops of the Canadian Division v^ere. lir.st attached for a few days 
by brigades for tnuhing in the Snl Corjis trencMs under Lieutenant-General 
Sir Wiiliam Pulteney, who gave me such an excellent report of their 
efficiency that I was itble to employ tlieni in the trenches early in March. 

During the Battle of Neuve Chaiielle they held^part of the line allotted 
to the First Army, and, although they were not actually engtiged in the main 
attack, they rendered valuat)le help by keeping the enemy actively employed 
in front of their trenches. 

All the soldiers of Canada serving in the Army under my command have 
so far splendidly u pheld the tnulitions of the Empire, and will, I feel sure, 
prove to be a great source of additional strength to the forces in this country. 

In former despatches I have been able to comment very favourably upon 
the conduct anil bearing of the Territorial Forces throughout the operations 
in which they have been engaged. 

As time goes on, and I see more and more of their work, whether in the 
trenches or ejigaged in more active ojrerutions, 1 am still further impi^^?^ 
with their value. c: » 

Several battalions wero engaged in the most critical moments of the 
heavy fighting which ocenred in the middle of March, and they acquitted 
themselves with the utmost credit. t 

Up till lately the troo])s of the Territorial Force in this country were 
only employed by battalions, but for some weeks ^mst 1 Wve seen formed 
divisions working together, and I have every hope that tliw employment in 
the larger units will i)rove as successful as in the smaller. o 

These opinions are fully Ijorno out by the result of the close inspection 
which I have recently made of the North Midland Division, under Major- 
General Hon. Montagu-Stuart-Wortley, and the 2iid London Division under 
Major-General Barter ^ 

10. General Baron Von Kaulbars, of the Russian General Staff, arrived 
at my headquarters on the 18th March. He was anxious to study our aviation 
system, and I gave him every opportunity of doing 

The Bishop of Loudon arrived here with his Chaplain on Saturday, 
March 2rth, and left on Monday, April 5th. 

During the oourse of his visit to the. Arttiy His Lc^ship wcaa at the tsoat 
overy dqy, and 1. think I am right in saying that there' was searcely a unit in 
the command v^ch was not at one time or another present at kis-seieniii^or 
addresses. * * . > 
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Perrtoiifil fatigue and even danger weire completely ignored by His Lord- 
slup. Tlie Hisbop held several services virtually under shell lire, and it was 
wi+h difficulty that he could lie prevented Jroiu carrying on his Ministrations 
under rifle fire in the trenches. , 

I am anxious to place on record my deep sense of the good effe<*t pro- 
duced tlioroughout the Army by this self sacriflcing devotion on the i)urt 
of tlio Bishop of London, to whom 1 feel personally very deeply indebted. 

-I have once moi-e to remark upon the devotion to duty, courage and 
contempt of daiigei' which has cliaractcrised the work of tlie Cltapiaius of 
the jjpy throughout this campaign. 

11. Tlie increased strength of the Force and the graduU exhaustion of 
the local resources liave lun-essitated a Cf)rresponding increase in our 
demands on the Line of Communications, since wc are now compelled to 
import many articles whicli in the early stages could be obtained by local 

, :^urchase. The Dii-ectorates concerned have, howe\5i1 been carefully watch- 
^ mg the situation, ar. )l all the AdininistKitive WcrvJjcs on the Line of 
Communications have continued to work with smoothness and regularity, 
in spite of the iucroasi’d ivessnre thrown upon them. In tins connection J 
wish to bring Is^iflbt'fce the good service whicli has been rendered by the 
Staff of the Base Ports. 

The work of the Railwaj' Transport Department has been excellently 
carried out, and I take this opportoaity of expressing my appreoiation of the 
valuable service i-endeted by tne French railway authorities generally, and 
specially by Colonel Ragueneau, late Directeur dos Chemins de Fer. Lteu- 
tenant-Coloiiel Le Hdualf, Dircctcur dcs Cbeniins c‘e Fer, 'Lieutenant-Colone] 
Dumont, Commissaire Militaire, Chemin de Fer du Nord, and Lieutenant- 
Colonel Frid, Oommissair^’! jRegulatour, Arin6c Anglaise. 

The Army Postal Service has continued to work .well, and at the present 
time a letter posted in London is deli vered at General Headiiuarters or the 
Headquarters of the Armies and Army Corps on tlie following evening, and 
reaches an addressee-'^fti the trenches on the second day after posting. The 
delivery of parcels lias also been acce ler.it ed, and is carried out with regu- 
larity and desiJatch, 

12. His Majesty the King of the Belgians visited the British lines on 
February 8tU and inspected some of the units in I’eserve behind the trenches 

During the last two months I have been much indebted to His Majesty 
and his gallant Army for valuable assistance and co-opemtion in various 
ways. 

13. His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales is the lieai’er of this 

♦^./^patch. • 

His Royal Hi^ness continues to make most satisfactory progress. 
During the Battle of Neuve Chapelle he acted on my General Staff as a 
Liaison Officer. Reports from the General Officei-s Commanding Corps and 
Divisions to whicn he has been attached agree in commending the thorough- 
ness in which 1|^ performs any work entrusted to him. * 

I have myself been very favourably impressed by the quickness with 
which His Royal Highness has acquired knowledge of the various branches 
of the service, and the deep interest he has always displayed in the comfort 
and welfare of the men. 

His visits to the troops, both in the field and in hospitals, have been 
greatly aiipreciated by all ranks. 

His Royal Highness did duty for a time in the trenches with the Batta- 
lion to which he be^j^il^ys. 

14. In connection with the Battle of Neuve Chajielle I desire to bring to 
Your Lordship’s special notice the valuable services of Geneml Sir Douglas 
Haig, K.C.B., E.C.I.E., K.C.V.O., A.D.C., Commanding the First Army.

I am also much indebted to tbe able and devoted assistance I have 
received from Lieutenant-General Sir William RobeHson, k.c.b., k.c.v.o., 
D.S.O., Chief of the General Staff, in the direction of all the operations recorded 
in 'this despatch. 
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I have mauy other names to bring to notice for valuable, gallant and 
distlngniahed service during the period under review,' and tliese will form 
the subject of a separate report at an early date. <9

1. So long as the Commissioners deem it practicable and consisteut 
with the maintenance of an efficient water-supply, they may alldi^ any 
owner or occupier of a holding paying a water-rate imposed under the 
provisions of part VII of the Bejigal Municipal Act, 1884, on the ^sainual 
value of such lioiding when such annual value is not loss than Rs. 100, to lay 
down commtiniciition-pipea from the service-pipes of the Commissioners for 
the purpose of leading water to such holding for domestic i)arposes only, 
subject to the following rules and conditions. 

2. The owner 0 |M)Ccapior of any lioiding r(U|uiring water to bo laid on 
to such holding fyr*'(t-omestic purposes, or requiring any addition or alt^i- 
tion to an existing water-sujiply, must apply for tlie same on a printed form ‘ 
to be supjjlied free of cost at the Municipal offic g^ 

3. A fee of Rs. 18 including Rs. 2 as inspectio!!li«e must be paid to the 
Commissioners by such owner or occupier for ^^ych holding connection before 
any work is commenced, such fee to be in addition to all other costs and 
charges imposed under these rules. 

4. Each holding must have a separate coimection and extensions 

from the communication-pi|)e of one holding to another shall not be 
permitted. (. 

5. The owner or occupier of the holding in respect of which the 

connection is required, must pay the entire cost of the connection, including 
the supply and fixing of the fittings referr|j|d to in rule 7, and must 
also pay the cost of such alterations in, or repairs to, roads, drains, 
sewers, gas or wato.’’ mains or x>ipes, and the cost of such other 
works as may be necessitated by, or result from, the work of making such 
connection. ^ 

6. (i) The work required may, at the option of the Commissioners, 
either be carried out by the Coinmis.sioners themselves at the expense of the 
owner or occupier of the holding in respect of wliicli the work is required, 
or may be carried out by a person or firm employed by such owner or 
occupier and apiiroved by the Commissioners. 

• (it) The work must be done under .,he suiiervision of an officer appointed 
by the Commissioners in this behalf, and no connection must be made with 
the Municipal water-main except af. such time as may be appointed, and in 
such position as may be selected by an authorised Municipal Officer.

(a) A brass or gun-metal ferrule inserted in the main shpply pipe; 

(h) A galvjinised iron comma nication-pii)e from the ferrule to the

(c) A stoji-cock and its surface-box ; 

(d) A meter; ^5 

(e) Service pipes from the stop-cocks to the tajis, and 

(/) Taps. 

8. (*) All the fittings referred to iu rule 7 shall be exact duplicates of 

standard samples k ‘pt in the office of the Commissioners, and approved by 
them in meeting. • 

(it) All fittings shall be inspected and tested and stamped by an officer 
of the Municipality before being fixed.

Loeal Self-Government Act, 1886 (Bengal Act III of 1885), and in super-

IT, The Governor in Council is also pleased to direct that thef>‘e rules 
shall also apply to State, Private and Railway Hospitals and Disx)ensarles 
under the supervision of the Government of Bengal. 

RULES FOR THE MANAGEMENT OF HOSPITALS AND DISPEN-

(а) “ Local authority ” means any body of persons for the time being 

invested by law with the control and

CliASSlFICATION. 


Rule I. — Hospitals and dispensaries under Goy^rnment supervision are

Class III — Local Fund Hosvitals and Dispensaries — includes all insti- 
tutions which are vested in local authorities, or guarantee(^^or maintained by 
local funds. The fact that such an institution is aided by private subscrip- 
tions or receives assistance from Government in the shape of part of the. 
salary oi the Medical Officer, grants of medicine c© otherwise, should not be 
regarded as a reason for not clas.sing it as a Local Fund Dispensary so long as 
its existence is. ultimately dependent upon local funds. 

Cla^ tV— Private aided Hospitals and Dispensaries— comprises institu- 
tioUa... supported by private subscriptions or guarantee, but receiving aid 
from^oveienment or local funds. 

Class V— -Private non-aided Hospitals and Dispensaries — comprises 
institutions maintained entirely at the cost of private individuals or associa- 
tions. The fact that Government supidies superior inspection or registers 
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and forms should not be regarded as a reason for not treating it as a private 
non-aided dispensary. 

Class VI — Railway Hospitals atid Dispensaries — comprises all railway 
institutions, whether maintained by State Itailways or others.

IftTLE 2. — A dispensary may be opened by a local authority with the

be, with a clear explanation of the necessity for additional expenditure, shall 
be submitted to the local autiiority, but the expenditure proposed shall not 
be incurred before receipt of their orders. 

• (2) All suhscriptious and donations shall be collected by the Managing

for credit to the Dispensary Fund, an advice being sent at the same time 
to the Managing Committee. If any cheques for i.emittp.nce orders lire 
received, they shall be sent intact to the ireasury for per contra credit to 
the Dispensary Fund. 

fS) All claims shall bo discharged cither by payment? from the imprest 
placed by the Committee iu the hands of the Medical Officers iti charge, or by 
cheques drawn by the Secretsiry or the Chairman upon thefroasury in favour 
of the actual payees. The imprest in the hands of the Medical Officer shall' 
not ordinarily exceed Rs. 50 in the case ol sadar dispensaries, and Rs. 25 in ^ 
the case of other dispensaries. 

If it is necessary for the local authority to make a contribution to 
supplement the dispensary funds, such contribution shall be paid in quarter- 
ly instalments on the first day of each quarter by cheques which should be 
payable by transfer to the credit of the dispensary^account ih the 
treasury, intimation at the same time being sent to the Secretary or Chairman 
of the Committee. The?e amounts will be creditec^ in the cash-book of the 
Managing Committee as contribution fi-om the local authority by per contra 
debit as remitted to the treasury. The entry in the cash-book shall however 
not be made until the treasury chalan is received. 

(4). The Managing Committee shall keep a cash-book in B. C. M. D. Form 
No. 7 in which shall be entered all i-eceipts and payments with ueces^ry 
dotnils soon as the transactions occur. The cheque on which the imprest 
in the hands of the Medical Officer is drawn shall be charged off as an 
advance, and the imprest shall be recouped from time to time by presenta- 
tions of bills supported by the payees’ receipts to the Secretary. The amount 
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of each recoapmeut shall always exceed Rs. 10. The cash-book shall be 
closed every month, and a memoraadum recorded reconciling the balance 
with that shown in the pass-book. Care must be taken not to mix up final 
payments with advances which should be clearly shown as such. The pay- 
ment iFouchers must be carefully preserved for production at the time of 
audit. 

The transactions of the Dispensary Fund with the treasury will be shown 
in a pass-book, which will be supplied gratis by the treasury. The pass- 
book shall be closed and balanced at the end of every month. It shall be 
examined by the Secretary of tlie Committee every time that it is received 
back from the treasury, to sco that all the transactions have been duly 
entered therein. At the close of every month the treasury oflicer will 
prepaffe a memorandum showing ihe opening balances, monthly receipts and 
payments and the closing balances of the several dispensary fujids banking 
with the treasury, and enter this memomndnm in the pass-books of the local 
authority to which the dispensaries belong to enabie it to verify the 
balances. 

• (5) Dispensary establishments ptiid from fuuds^^ested in the local 
• authority should be sanctioned in the same way asoyier establishments 
under that authority, but temporary appointments or other special ebargesy 
if paid out of subscriptimm and donations, may be created by the Managing 
Committee witliout sucf^anctiou, provided there is provision in the budget. 

(6) The dispensary accoiAta will be annually audited by the Examiner 
of Local Accounts.

It 
may be taken away by the relations or friends Vlf the deceased, if tliere 
aic any present. If not, the hospital authorises may keep any moveable 
property left byithe deceased until the friends or relations of the deceased 
can take them away. If no application is made within six , months 
the articles may be sent to the District Judg^with a report of the death of 
the deceased. In making over sudli property or allowing such property to 
be taken away, the lu)si)ital authorities will exercise due care and caution, 
and will mlvise tlie parties that tliey are not legally entitled to po.ssessiOii 
of these until they liave complied with'the provisi^s of law on the subject 
of tlie effects of deceased persons, and that they are permittetl to remove tlie 
property at their own risk. 

A receipt for the goods should lie taken in a register to be kept for the 
purpose or on a separate paper which should be filed.

1. Every vessel passing through the line of navigation known as the 
Madaripur Bhil channel shall stop at the proscribed toll-stations notified in 
the Schedule II attached for the purpose (Vlt assessment, or chock, of toll 
charges. * 

2. For the purposes of these rules, vessels other than rafts, timbers, 
bamboos or other flouting material shall Isj divided into two classes as 
below : — 

'Class I . — To include all ve.sael8 of the usual native types of build. 

Class II . — To include all steamers, flats and^ barges, and such other 
squar(‘-built boats as should, in ine opinion of the Collec- 
tor of Tolls, be included. 

3. The not tonnage of every vessel of class 1, whether laden or empty 
shall, for the puiqmses of the.se rules, be determined by the following 

.measurements r— 

(A) The product of one-quarter the length of the vessel from stem to 

stern, measuml along the water-line, multiplied by the interior 
giuatest breadth of the vessel, multiplied by the interior greatest '' 
depth from the water-line to the bottom of the vessel, is to be 
taken as equal to the number of inaund.<‘ upon which tolluMhall 
be levie<l. » 

(B) The measurement of the length is to be made in feet, rejecting 

inches ; the measurement of the breadth and depth is to be 
made in feet and quarters of a foot, rejecting portions of less- 
than a quarter of a foot. 

(C) The mauudnge on which tollage shall be chur|bd shall be a simple 

multiple of 12i maunds, rejecting any remainder by which 
' the maundage, calculated as above, may exceed such simp4e 
multiple. 

4. For vessels in class II the tonnage shall be determined as follows : — 

The tonnage of steamers shall be the registered tonnfijb as given in the 
certificate of survey of the steamer. 

Toll shall be levied on the actual weight of cargo carried on steamers^ 
flats, barges und other vessels included in thi^ class, as declared in the 
manifests. 

When the ragistered tonnage of a steamer, or the manifest for cargo of a 
flat is not available, tlie tonnage will be taken as arrived at under rule 3. 

‘For square-built boats the total maundage, as determined under rules for 
class I, shall be increased by half, and for steamers one-third of the total 
maundtige shall be deducted for engine space.

*6. This ticket may be demanded and checked by any navigation officer 
while the vessel is within the tolUliuiits of the Bhil channel and must be 
kept on board and at hand for that purpose. Tlie ticket must be giveh up at 
the exit toil-station. If the ticket is not produced on demand by a canal 
officer, such officer shall assess the amount of toll payable and the vessel will 
be flable to seizure and detention under the provisions of section 9 of the Act 
uutil such sum is realized. • ' ^ 

• 7. Vessels leaving the channel between two toll-stations shall obtain a 
permit for so doing in Form No. 1 from the. Toll Collector of the toll-station 
of entry. In such cases the Toll Collector w’ill issue a ticket in the usual 
form and also collect the same before the vessel is permitted to proceed. 

8. A vessel, which has been detained under these rules or under section 
9 of the Act, may not be removed from the channel without the order of tlio 

^Collector of tolls until the toll due has been p:’.Id. During such deten- 
tion the manjhi, owner or agent must nmke arrangements for the safety of 
the vessel and cargo. 

9. All tolls are pjyable on demand and shall be paid at the toll-station 
before a vessel is permitte*! to jiroceed. Provided that the Collector of tolls 
appointed under section 8 of the Act may, at his discretion, permit vessels 
belonging to individuals or firms of recognised standing to proceed without 
prepayment, on an uijijlertakiug that the bills, for tollage due shall be liqui- 
dated monthly on presentation. 

10. (J) In the case rf steamers and flats falling under the latter portion 
of rule 9 a copy of the traffic manifest must be, handed in at the toll- 
station, a receipt for which in Form No. 2 w’ill be issued by the Toll Collec- 
tor to the person in charge of the vessel, in such cases no ticket in* the usual 
form will be issued. U the trffic manifest is not produced at the exit toll- 
station the procedure as laid down in rules 6 and 8 will be adopted 

(II) The traffic manifest or the receipt for the same may be demanded 
by any navigation •'dTicer while the vessel is within the limits of the Bhil 
channels between the Mauickdah entrance and Chur Maguria. 

11. The term “Navigation officer” jxs used in rule G sha,!! include the 

Collector of tolls apijointed under section 8 of the Act, and the officer, or the 
subordinate duly authorised by such officer of the Public Works Department 
in charge of the subdivision or section within which the channel is 
situated. > 

12. Duplicates of lost tickets will be granted by the Toll Collector who 
originally issued the ticket on payment of a fee of ond-fourth of^ the -iimount 
of toll -payable, subject to a ma.ximum of one rupee and a minimum of lour 
annas. The duplicate will bo issued only when the Toll Collector is satisfied 

’ concerning theidentity of the boat. 

13. No'persoil shall wilfully or negligently allow a vessel to sink in the 
channel. 

14. (1) In every case of a sunken vessel, whether due to negligence or 
otherwise, the tSupervisor and his subordinates shall offer every assistance 

. in removing the same. 

(2) If, ti 7ee days after the occurrence of a wreck, it is see^ tliat prompt 
measures are not being taken by the owner to remove the sunken vessel 
from the line of navigation, the Supervisor and his subordinates shall make 
their own arrangements for the I’emoval of the same at Ihe expense ol the 
owner, provided that when the wreck' obstructs the fairway they shall take 
action at once to remove the same. 

15. V^hen a sunken vessel has been recovered, the Supervisor shall 

cause; notices to be posted at the toll offices, or other prominent places, 
calling on those concerned to pay to the Collector of tolls all toll or 
demurrage which ■.•may be due, as well as the expenses incurred in the 
recovery of the vessel and cargo. Should the sum due be not paid within 
fifteen days of the date of notice, the boat and its furniture,* or so much 
of it as may be necessary for the recovery of the dues, * will be sold under 
the procedure directed in section 9 of the Act. ^ .nr 

16. The purchaser of a vessel sold under the provisione df section 9 oi 

the Act shall have the right to take it out^ of the channel on the day of 
purchase, or within such time as may be allowed by the Collector of tolls; 
without payment of tolls. . 
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17. When any laden vessel, vrhich has sank, has been-' recovered, or 
when any laden vessel has been seized under the provisions of the Aet or of 
these roles, tlte Supervisor shall give immediate notice of the recovery or 
seizure to the owner of the cargo or his agent, requiring the removal of the 
cargo without delay, and informing him that he will be require to pay all 
expenses necessary for the proper custody and storage of the cargo until 
removed. 

18. If the Supervisor be unable to ascertain the name and place of 

business or the abode of the owner of the cargo of such vessel, the n^ice 
prescribed in rule 16 shall be effected by a notice exhibited in his office, 
and by advertisement in at least ojie English and one vernacular Calcutta 
and local newspaper. ^ 

19. Lights and Signals. — All vessels, whether travelling or moored in 
the channel, ifiust, between sunset and sunrise, carry a white light in a 
lantern on the fore-part of the vessel where it can be distinctly seen from 
all sides. All steam- vessels in motion shall carry the lights jjrescribed by 
the Board of Trade I’egulatious. Barges or boats attached to a steam-vessel^ 
whether in motion or iiltlered, shall carry the light prescribed in the first 
paragraph of this rukf. 

20. Every vessel proceeding in the channel must limit her speed to .six 
miles an hour from the 15th October to the 10th .July, 3nd to eight miles an 
hour from the 11th .fitly to the 14th October. c 

21. For any infringement of rale 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, IS, 14, 15, 17, 19 or 20 
the ]>erson in charge of the vessel or other persons in fault shall, on convic- 
tion- before a Magistrate, be liable to a fine not exce^ing Ks.

1. .Every person desirous of travelling on any of the Port Commis- 
sioners’ ferry steamer's shall, upon payment of his fans be supplied with a 
ticket specifying the class for which, and the place -from and the place to 
which, the fare has been paid and the amount of the fare.

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2. No person shall, without the |>ermi88iou of a servant of the Port 
Commissioners, — 

(a) embark on any ferry steamer for the purpose of travelling thereon 
as a ])as8enger unless he has with him a proper ])a88 or ticket; 

(5) use any pass or ticket for a class superior to that for which it 

* was issued, 

(c) use any pass or ticket for any journey other than that for wlych it 
was issued, or disembark at any place other than the place 
specified thereon, 

. (a) use any ticket, whetlier single or return, on any date other than 
the date of issue, or 

((?) wilfully alter or deface his pass or ticket so as to render the date, 

o number or any material portion thereof illegible. ^ 

3. Every person travelling on any ferry steamer shall, when so 

required by any .servant of the Port Commissioners, ijresont his pass or 
ticket to such servant for examination, and at the end of the journey for 
which the i)ass or ticket was issued, shall deliver it up to any servant of the 
P n*t Commissioners tlejnanding tlio same. If he i‘'-vJonnd to be without a 
ticket he sliall pay the fAre. > 

4. A ticktd. whether single, return or season, shall not be transferable 
and may be used only«/)y tlie ]>erson for whose journey to and from the 
places specified thereon it was issued. 

5. No j)ersou shall .sell or attempt to .sell, or pui*cha8e or attempt to 
purchase, or, in order to enable ujiy other ])ersou to travel therewith, part 
with or attempt to part with the possession of, any half of a return ticket or 
any ])ass. 

6. No person sniferiug ^from any infections or contagious disease or 
being in a state of intoxication shall enter any st«;aqier, pqutoon, gangway, 
waiiting-room or landing-stage of the Ferry Service; and no person shall 
behave on any such vessel or in any such place in a manner likely to cause 
discomfort or annoyance to 6lher j)as.sengers. 

7. No person shall bring wdth him uj)on any steamer, pontoon, gangway, 
waiting-room or landing-stage of the Ferry Service, of cause to be brought 
or placed thereon or therein, any dangerous or offensive goods or attempt to 
do so. 

«. No j)i‘rs()n shall i)ull dowji or destroy any public notice put up by 
the order of thi; Cojiimi.ssiouers in any steamer, pontoon or waiting-room. 

9. No male ])erson shall without lawdiil excuse enter any room or other 
place z’cserved by the Commissioners for the exclusive use of females on any 
steamer, imntoon or landiug stage, f)r refu.se to Ica-ve such place when reqmyit- 
ed to do St) by any of the Commi.ssioner.s' servants. 

10. No "per.sou shall enter or leave, or attemj»t to enter or leave, any 
steamer while it is in motion, or elsewhere tluui at the gangways provided 
by the Commissioners for the jnu’izose. 

■y 11. No pensoiiushall open or attempt to open any gate or door leading 
oil to any of tie steamers, j)on toons, waiting-rooms or gangways u.sed for 
the j)urj>osc of or in connetdiou with the Ferry Service, unless authorized 
by one of the Commissioners’ servants to do so. 

12. No persiyi shall enter or remain in or on a steamer, ])ontoon, 
waiting-room, gangway or any portion of a landing-stage after having lieen 
requested by oi>) of the Commissioiier.s’ servants or any police officer not 
to enter or to leave the same. 

13. No person shall wilfully obstruct or impede any servant of 
the Commissioners or any police officer in the discharge of his duty on 
any of the steamers, pontoons, gangways, landiug-stjiges, or waiting-rooms 
used for the purjiose of or in connection with the Commissioners’ Ferry 
^rvice. „ 

14. Any p&r.son who commits any bi’each of any of these by-laws shall, 
in addition to any other penalty wliich may be hereby provided for such 
breach, forfeit any faije which he may have paid' and any pass or ticket 
which he may have obtained or purchu,sed, and may be removed from any 
steamer, pontoon, landing-stage, or Waiting-room by any servant of the 
Commissioners or any police officer or any other person whom such servant 
or police officer shall call to his aid. 

15. Any person who commits a breach of any of by-laws 2 (a), 2 (6), 
2 (c) or 3 with intent to defmud shall be punished with fine which may 
extend to Rs. 20. 
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16. Any pejrson who commits any breach of any of these by-laws other 
than by-laws 2 (a), 2 (b) 2 (c) or 3 shall be punishable with fine which may 
extend to Rs. 100, and when the breach is a continuing breach, with a 
further flue which may extend to Rs. .50 for every day after the flrst during 
which the breach continues.

Local Self-Government Policy of the Government of India. 

Locau belf-Govebnmbnt as a cuuscions process ^administrative devoln* 
* * tion and political educsftion aates, outside 

H»tono»i retroepoct. presidency towns, from the finanoial reforms of 

Lord Mayo’s Govenwnent. Consultative committees had indeed been 
appointed in various town^in 1850, and measures were taken in 1864 and 
following years to give effect to the recommendations of the report of the 
Royal Army Sanitary Commission, which was published in 1863, but no 
comprehensive scheme was introduced until the years following 1870. 
Legislation affecting several provinces was then undertaken. Lord Ripon’s 
Government in 1882 civried still further tlie principles of local self- 
government with the object, by measures cautiously# but substantially 
progressive, of inducing the people themselves to undertake, *as far as 
might be and subject to necessary control from without, the management of 
their own local affairs, and of developing and creating, if need be, a 
capacity for self-help in respect of all matters that had not, for adminis- 
trative reasons, to be retained in the hands of a representative of Govern- 
ment. Various Act^were passed by which the elective principle, financial 
independence and the reduction of official control were given a wide 
extension. In two He.solutions Nos. .-f- -, dated the 24th October 1896, and 

Nos. 18 — 37, dated the 20th August 1897, respectively. Lord Elgin’s Govern- 
ment again reviewed the subject and laid down further conditions of 
progress. Important principles have, from time to time, been considered 
by the Government of India in connection' with the revision of 'Local 
Self-Government Acts and otherwise, and recently the .whole field of policy 
has, in th^ir survey of Indian administration, been ably and exhaustively 
reviewed by the Royal Commission upon Decentralization. 


* 2. The Govlri^r-General in Council is glad to be assured by the report 

. * of the Commission and the opinions of local 

subiuotwi prognti. Governments and Administrations upon it that 

the results have on the whole justified the policy out of which local self- 
government ardBe. The degree of success varies from province to province 
and .from one mirt of a province to another, but there is definite and satis- 
factory evidep^e of the growth of a feeling of good citizenship, particularly 
in the towns. The spread of education is largely responsible for the 
quickening of a sense of responsibility and improvements in the machinery. 
In certain provinces beneficial results have followed the elaboration of a 
system of local audit. On all sides there are signs of vitality and growth. 


3: ThC^bstacles in the way of realising completelv the ideals which 

have prompted action in the past are still, 
Futofe policy. howover, by ho mbans inconsiderable. Tte 

smallness and inefhsticity of local revenues, the dlfflculty of devising 
further forms of taxation, the indifference still prevailing in many places 
towards all forms of public life, the continued unwillingness of many 
Indian gentlemen to submit to the troubles, expense and inconveniences of 
election, the unfitness of some of those whom these obstacles d» not deter, 
the prevalence of sectarian ahimosities. the varying character of thb muni- 
cipal area, all these are causes which cqnnot iSut impede 'the free a^d full 
development of local self-government.

A similar tendency, '/it. lAay be obsetwed) 
is discernible in Kitgiaud and in other Europeau countries, the Ooveruments 
of which have shown a growing disposition to place on central authorities 
the duty of stimulatiu.' and encouraging local bodies in cases of default or 
deficiency on their part, and to give to the foimer powers of intervention 
an^i in'irase of need, of actual 'supersession of the latter. These and similar 
considerations indicate the need for caution in delegating powers to uon- 
oflicial bodies, when they are not as yet adapted nor prepared for them iJut, 
on the whole, the (rovernmeot of India declare unhesitatingly in favour of u 
general policy of further progress, limited only by such conditions as lecal 
circumstanc&i may dictate. Uniformity, even 'w;ere it attainablei-' would be 
uiidesiruble as 'tending to monotony, lifelessness and discon mgement of ui*w 
experiments. But, in fact, any attempt to exact uniformity in local adminis- 
tration would be fonedoomed to failure. lu each province, sometimes in 
each part of a province, the administrative system has grown up on lines of.

In 
the Bombay SDistrict- Municipel ' Act, 1901, also there are provisions 'wilder 
which a Chief Officer can be appointed by o City municipality, on its own 
initiative or- at- the instance of the GovWnor in Council* . The 6overnj!^.Hn 
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Couucil may also appoint an execntiye officer known as the Municipal 
Commissioner for any municipal district which contains one hundred 
thousand inhabitants, or for any other municipal district on the applica- 
tion of the municipality, provided that such application has been ptevionsly 
supported by not less than two-thirds of the whole body of councillors. 
A Municipal Commissioner has in some respects more extensive powers than a 
Chief Officer. Under this arrangement the direction of the general policy of a 
municipality vests in the whole body of councillors, while the executive 
power, with certain reservations, vests in the Municipal Commissioner. , The 
municipal committee may cause him to furnish any returns and reports on 
matters appertaining to municipal administration and they retain financial 
control. I'he Chief Ofiicer or Mnnicipal Commissioner is not remove&ble, 
except by order of the Governor in Council, pr by the vote of three-fourths of 
the whole number of councillors. These officers exercise certain executive 
powers specifically conferred on them by the Municipal Act, and such other 
powers as may be delegated to them under the provisions of the Act ; and the 
Governor in Council mcs require that they shall be invested with any powei;^ 
which can be lawfully delegated. The system works well in Bombay. The 
Government of India do not desire to press for its adoption in provinces 
where it may not be suited to the local conditions., They are, however, of 
opinion that it has the advantages of ensuring a Continuous and strong 
executive administration by an efficient paid i^aff, while maintaining the 
corx>orate control and activity of the municipal board. It is in fact not 
dissimilar to the system in force in England. They commend it to local 
Governments as a means of overcoming, at any rcte in large cities, the 
difficulties inherent in the introduction of the important changes con tern* 
plated, especially .w^pu non-official chairmen are busy professional men. 
In smaller towns they suggest that the object aimed at might be attained by 
the wider delegation of executive functions to responsible secretaries, 
engineers and health officers, and that power enforce such delegation 
might be secured by legislation.

(.1) Tax on arts, professions, trades, callings, offices and appointments. 

(2) Tax on buiMiugs, lands and lioldings. 

(3) Water, drainage, sewage, con.sorvancy, scavenging and lijlliling 

tax. 


(4) Tax on vehicles, boats, palanquins and animals kept for use or used 

^ithin municipal limits. 

(5) Tax on circumstances and proiH*rty.

The taxes providetl for in the Acts vaiy, however, in the different 
provinces, and not all these taxes are actually levied in any one jirovince. 
Any tax other than those specified In the Actw, which is proposed to be 
levied, oi'dinarily’''u‘quiies and sliould continue to rcf|uire tlie sanction of the 
Governor-Genetal in Council. 

12. The most important taxes now in force are octroi duties, levied 
principally in Bombay, the United Provinces, the Punjab, the Cqutral 
Provinces and the North-West Frontier Province, and the tax on houses 


and lands which liolds the chief place in the other provinces as well as in 
Bombay eity. 

13. The octroi system in tlie existing eireumstauces of the country has 

certain obvious advantages. As a t.ix octroi is 
Octroi and the urminai Ui. productivo uiul grows witli tbc prosperity of the 

town. Its im])osition is sanctioned by immemorial usage, and the people are 
habituated to the system by long custom. The tax is usually jwiid in small 
ambtiuts and the effect of the payment is not genemlly felt as a burden. On 
the other hand, thciie is no doubt that it provides constant opportunities for 
fraud, delay and oppression owing to tlie necessity of entrusting large discre- 
tionary powers to a siilioixlinate agency, that it is expensive to collect and 
wasteful and, finally, that in many places it constitutes a serious burden on 
trade in gene ml, aril in particular on through tiade, ndtwithstanding tlie 
provision made for refunds. On tiie recommemlatiou of a strbng mpresenta- 
tive committee and the local Ooveiiiment, the Government of India have 


sanetioned an exjierimout in the Uniksi Pmvinccs, which involves (a'' the 
substitution of direct taxation for octroi in tin* smaller 'towns, and (6) the 
application to a large numlier ol other towns in which conj^itions are suitable 
of the system ot a teiminni tax, or liglit transit dues bn imi'.,iri8 or exports, 
subject to no refund'^. The Government of the United Provinces considers 
that some of the main benefits of such a system, and in particular a reduction 
ol the high cost of collection, can only be secured if the tax is collected 
through the agency of tlie railway companies, who should be adequately 
remunerated for their services, 'ihe Government of India are prepared to 


facilitate negotiations to tliis end. The Government of "ombay have 
assented to the tentative replacement of octroi by a terminal tax in a few 
municipalities selected from those desirous of making the experiment. The 
question is under consideration or experiment in otliel provinces also. The 
Government of India, wliile adhering to the princiide that municipal taxation 
should not operate, so far as can b(‘ avoided, as a transit duty on tlirough 
trade* are prepared to concede that a light teiminal tax with no refunds may 
in practice prove less burdensome to through trade than the octroi system 
as hillherto administered, provided that the following conditions are 
observed^viz., (1) that the terminal tax, wherever imiiosed, should be 
substantially lower in its rates than the octroi which it replaces, t2) that it 
should be limited to places where there are special grounds for applying it.

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which mast be adeqoately demonstrated, (3) that it should be regarded ds 
facilitating the transition to a system in which direct taxation will form an 
increasingly important factor, and not as, an elastic means of progressively 
increasing the resources of municipalities apart from normal development 
dift to increase of .traffic, and (4) that it should not be adjusted with the 
primary object of compensating municipalities for the loss of octroi.* 

14. The house and land tax is the chief source of municipal income in 

Madras, Bengal, Burma, Bihar and Orissa, and 
Houro »nd land tax. Assam, aud it hos been imposed with some success 

in portions of Nortlieru India. This tax, however, is difficult of assessment, 
in many places where it is the custom to own mther than to rent dwelling 
houses, becau.se in such cases the house affords no indication of the financial 
status of the owner. Many aristocratic but impoverished |amilies live in 
large buildings which are merely relics of vanished prosperity, while the 
rich trader often remains content with the liumble dwelling in which he 
was born. .There is, however, a growing tendency on the part of the profes- 
sional and trading classes to spend a larger propor^n of their incomes on 
Securing sanitary accommodation, so that it is reiSomible totunticipate that 
the house-tax revenue will gradually expand and wi if generally be contri- 
buted by those best able to pay. The technical aud administrative difficul- 
ties of assessment liavf in places been overcome by entrusting the preparation 
aud peritnlic revision of registers to outside agency. 

15. A tax on professions and trades yields a considerable revenue in 

certain provinces, £17,239 (Rs. 2,58,591) in 

Taxonprofca.,ion.an.itr,.de^ Madras. £4,(597 (Rs. 7().4rt5) ill Bengal, £14,106 

(Rs. 2,11,599) in the United Provinces, and £4,869 (Rs, 73,036) in the Central 
Provinces. It has also Iteen imposed in some towns in Northern India. 
But neither it nor the tax on circumstances and property is likely to yield a 
large revenue, and there is always -danger lest local taxation of’ this kind 
encroach on the field of I]^])erial taxation. 

16. In Benares there is a form of terminal tax, which is imposed with 

certain exceptions, on passengers coming to or 
Taxon piiRrimf.. leaving that suii iou by Tail. There is a radius of 

exemption beyond laluch the tax is levied, and it is collected by the railway 
companies as a surcharge on railway fares. A similar tax is also in force in 
Calcutta which is levied by the Calcutta Improvement Trust and is collected 
from passengers entering or leaving that city by rail or steamer. In 
Hardwar, Ajudliiu aud Thaneswar’. there is a tax on pilgrims and other 
persons who outer the limits of those innnicipalities. The tax at Hanlwar is 
levied on railway pas.sengers ihroughout th^ year, while that at thd Other 
two municipalities is imposed only on the occasion of, certain special fairs. 
In Bombay a pilgrim tax may be leviiul under section 59 (6) (x) of the 
District Municipal Act, 111 of 1901. 

17. The Commission were of opinion that municipalities should have 

• • full liiierty to impo.so or alter taxation within the 

Powers oy-axutioii.* limits laid (lowii by thc 111 iinicipal hiws, but that 

the sanction of an outside authority to any increase in taxation should be 
requiretl whore the law did not. ])rescril)e a maximum rate. Subject to the 
general control the Government of India over the principles to be followed, 
the sanction of i^'the local Government is at present necessary to every 
proposal for |Pe' iiU^sition of taxation. A maximum rate is prescribed 
in the Madras, Bengal, and Burma Acts, and in the Punjali, United Provinces 
and Central Provinces, so far as regaixls the tax on Imildings aud lauds ; 
but none is laid down in Bombay. The recommendations of the Commission 
do not command general assent. It is iminted out, for instance, that a 
municipality might reduce its taxation without due consideration to the 
needs of th^idminisr, ration and the security of loans. The Government 
of India, while recognizing the force of such objections, are, on the whole, 
in general sympathy with the Commission’s" recommendations. They 
think, however, tlmt power to vary any tax might be reserved by such 
local .Governments^ as are unable to accejit in full the recomniendations 
of the Commission, and that in tlie case of indebted municipalities the 
previous sanction of higher autliority should be required to any alteration of 
taxation. 

• 18. Municipal finance has shown a marked expanse during the last 

he deciule. Thc total income of 7*01 municipalities 

iu 191S-1913 was f3.282.845 (Ra. 4.92,42,67.5) aa 
compared with £1,844,081 (Rs.‘ 2,76,61,215) for 753 municipalities in 19p2-1903. 
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Oontirlbiitions from Govemn^nt have materially assisted this expansion. 
Binoe 1911, the Govenuneut of India have made grunts amounting to 
£3,076,466 (Rs. 4,61,47,000), o£ which £368,200 (Rs. 56,23,000) are recurring for 
urhan Banitation. Municipalities have also received their share — the exact 
figure is not easily ascertainable — of the large educational grants mad^ by 
the Gavernment of India since Idll, amounting to about £3,987,800 
(Rs. 5,98,17,000), of which £826,666 (its. 1,21,00,000) are recurring. Municipal 
boards have been relieved of ’all cliarges^for the mai utenunce of police within 
municipal limits. In almost every province the recommendation that 
municipalities should be relieved from financial responsibility for fafhine 
relief and should receive assistance from Government in the case of severe 
epidemics has been already given effect to or the principle hiis Ineen 
accepted. , 

There is a growing demand on every side for improvements, and it is 
not possible for all municipalities to finance large schemes of water-supply 
and drainage without substantial aid. Sucii aid has l)een freely given by 
the Imperial and Local povernmcnits. The power of the Governnumt to make 
grants is, however, limited, and financial assistance of this nature cannot 
be expected unless tiie mte-payors are prepared to bear a roasoiiable j>ropor- 
tion of the burden. Where, however, farther taxation is not possible, the 
Government of India trust that municipalities will liUar in mind the possi- 
bility of supplementing taxation by developrao*it of municipal property, 
so as to ensure the best possible returns, and by maintaining the principle 
that special services sucli as the siiiiply of water, electric lighting, etc., 
should, as far as possible, ])ay for themselves. ^ 

The Goveniineiit of India have also accepted n furtlier recommendation 
of the Commission, namely, that assistance may' legitimately btj given by 
Government to peforer municiiialities which, without it, would be unable 
to carry on the normal standard of administration required from them. In 
such cases, tlie Government of India agree wi*h tlie Commission that 
assistance can best bo given, wlien it is given, by a general recurring grant- 
in-aid, which sliould be at the discretion of the local Government and met 
from its own resources. 

19. The Commission iiroposed that if a luunicijial rr rursil board lias to 

p.y««nt and control of .ery.ee. Service it silould coutrol it, and tlial 

wliere it is expedient tliat the control should l>e 
largely in tlie liands of Government, the service should be a provincial one. 
The Government of India, while not jirepared to accept the proposal in full, 
have apiirovefi it in a somewhat modified form. They consider that charges 
should be remittoil in cases where a local body contributes to Governmeut 
for services iuheioiit 411 the duty of supervision and control by Government 
ofiicei's, or for services which cannot exp diently be perforu ed except by 
Government agency. Foi e.\ample. Government may jiroperly cease to 
charge for clerical establishments in the offices of supervision and control, 
or for the collection of district cesses wliich it is clearly expedient to realise 
along with tlie Government revenue. On this principle the/ have made 
assignments w’liich will relieve both municipalities and rural boards of 
payments amounthig to £40.0(K) (Ks, 6,00,000) a year approximately. 

20. It was suggested by the Commission that municipalities should be 

Tram»»y oea. empowered to levy a special rate fiy the construc- 

tion or promotion of tramways. l,^cal Govern- 
ments generally are doubtful as to the value of Hie proposal. The Govern- 
ment of Jndiu will, liowever. be prepared to consider any practical proposal 
to this end wliich they may receive. 

21. Commenting 011 the minute control exercised in some provinces 

BndKeta.ndfln...ciai control over municipal finance, the Commission recom- 
mended that municipalities shoul^have a free 

hand with regard to their budgets ; the only check requirea should, they 
thought, be the maintenance of a minimum standing balance to be prescribed 
by the local Government. They acknowledged that velaxed control might 
lead to mistakes and mismanagement, but they were of opinion that n^nnici- 
pal bodie« could attain adequate financial responsibility only by the exercise 
of such powers and by having to boar the consequences of their errors. 
Farther checks would be provided by the control which local Governments 
would exercise over loans, and by the power which should be reserved to 
compel a mnuicipality.to discliarge its duties in case of default. The system 
proposed & atat^ to be in force in the Bombay Presidency where, however, 
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no minimnm balance ia required by law. TUe Government of tlie United 
Provinces accepts the recommendations subject to the couditiou that Com- 
missioners should pass and that Government should see the budgets of 
indebted municipalities. The Punjab Governmeut also agrees subject to the 
pri^viso that the budget of an indebted municipality should be forwarded to 
the Governmeut for information. The Government of Bengal aie prepared 
to introduce the change experimentally in certain selected niunicl!|)alities. 
They intend also to issue general instructions to Commissioners in this 
provindb to abstain from interfei’ence in details and to restrict their super- 
vision to securing (1) a nrinimum closing balance, (2) provision for the 
sernco of loans, (3) the observance of .the provisions of the Act or statutory 
rules and of any standing orders of Gf>vernment. Otlier Government.^ 
oontiede certain relaxations of existing rules. The Governmeut of India 
accept these opinions for the jiresent, but they nevertheless regard the 
recommendations of tire Commission as expressing a policy to be steadily 
kept in view and gradnally realised. 

22. Tire Commissiorr propo'Mjd that the existing re.strictions on mtiuici- 

• fo. public w..rk«. palitics, whicli require oii^ide sanction for works 

. ^ estimated to cost more tlmn a c&rtaiii amount, 

•should be removed, but that Government siiould .scrutinize and sanction 
estimates of irrojects to bo carried out from loan funds. The majority of the 
local Governments ar(i t^iepared to relax the existing rules in the direction of 
giving inoi’e freedom to municipal boards. The Governmeut of India ai’e in 
favour of extended freedom, subject, whei’e necessary, to irroper piecantions 
against extravagant and ill-considered projects. They are content, however, 
to leave the pj-ocLse <iKteut of relaxation to he determined hy local Govern- 
ments. One imjxn’tant fa^or in this connection will be the quality of the 
jirofessiona] agency avairal)le in the various Ixitmis. ^n their resolution 
No. 1019-A,, daied the loth November 1911, pronuilgating rules rtdatiiig to 
the grant of loans to local bodies under the Local Authorities’ Loans Act, 
1911, the Govoriinieut of li«lia have emiihasized the necessity for a proper 
•scrutiny of projeediS financed with borrowed money, and they trust that the 
rules in question will be carefixlly ob.served. * 

23. it was recommended by the Commission that the tlegree of outside 

control over municipal estiibJisliments should be 
relaxed, that the aitpoiutment of municiital 

secretaries or other chief executive officers, of engineers and health officers, 
where these exist, should require the sanction of thi^ local Government in the 
case of cities, and of tho Commissioner elsewhere, and that the same sanction 
should be required for any alteration in the emoluments of tlie.se posts, and for 
tho api)ointment and dismissal of the occupants. As regards other appoint- 
ments, they proitosed that the local Governments sliouldday down for muni- 
cipal boanls general rules in respect to sncli matters as leave, acting and 
travelling allowances, pensions or provident funds and maximnm salaries, and 
that their sanction should be required for any deviation therefrom. Almost 
iffl local Goveriuml^it^bave expressed their willingness to relax outside control 
over the appointment of the stall employed by local bodies. In Bomba the 
system is generally that recommended by the Commissioji* In some other 
provinces the existing rules give a. free hand to municipalities, subject to 
outside control iif the case of certain appointments. Tlie Government of 
India, while emwidering that Government control over other posts might 
reasonably be Relaxed, accept the view that outside sanction should be 
, required to the aiqxointment or dismissal of secretaries, engineers and health 
officers, and they hnve- already advised local Governments to take powei’s, 
where the.se do not exist, to require a municipality to appoint a health officer 
and to veto the a])pointment of an unfit person. Such powers already exist 
in tho Bombay Pi'esidency and have recently been taken bj’’ legislation in 
Bengiil. The^iinperial and Provincial Governments liave given liberal grants 
to selected municipalities in oixier to establish a trained service of health 
officers and .sanitary inspectors, the conditions of these grants being, as in 
England, such as will %nsure the appointment of qualified men and rea.son- 
able seonrity of tenure. 

24. The Commission thought that the Collector should retain certain 

powers, given under the existing Acts, e.g., the 
power to suspend in certain cases the operation 

of 'municipal resolutions, and that the Commissioner should l>e able to 
require a municipality which had neglected aparticnlat service to take such 
action as he may con.sider necessary.^ TheJIocal Governments generally and 
the Government of India are of opinion thalt special powers of outside cdixtr-ol 
are necesqpry and shoi^d continue. • 


ErilUibliHhmentH. 


Special outeide control. 
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, 25. The queation of extending the powers of selected municipalities^ to 

enable tliem to relieve the pressure of population 
ill congested areas, and to undertake schemes of 
orderly town-planning in order to provide for 
future needs, has been dealt with by the Government of India in paragraphs 
43 and 44 of their Sanitary liesolution Nos. 888-1)08, dated the 23rd May 1914. 
A Tow^j Planning Bill, cdiubiiiing many original features with others derived 
from the latest English and Continental legislation, has now been passed 
into law in the Bombay Presidency, and the Government of India will 
watch with deep interest the results of this experiment, which will, they 
trust, pioneer a fruitful expansion of municipal activitii'S in India. “ 


Rural Boards (district and sub-district) 


Sub-district boards. 


26. The Commission desired that sub-district boards shonld be univer- 
sally established and that tliey should be the 
principal agencies of rural boartls administration. 

They noted that ther^.^^was a considerable body of evidence that the sub- 
district boaifls existing in Bombay, Btnigal, Punjab. Bihar and Orissa add 
the Central Provinces had not been efficient or successful bodies, and this 
they attributed largely' to the circumscription of their powers and resources. 
They thought that these boards should have adeqflsito funds and a large 
measure of iud<‘pendence, and that their jurisdiction should be so limited in 
area as to ensure local kiiowdedge and interest on the part of the members, 
and be at the same time a unit well-knowu to tlie people. For this i)urposo 
they suggested t.l)e taiiika or tahsil us a suitable upit. The system recom- 
mended by the Commission is in force in Madras, where, how’ever, tije terri- 
torial jurisdiction is coterminous with the revlJnue division. In Bombay 
the taluka board 'is uiiiH'ersui and is the principal agency in rural board 
administnition. In Bengal and in Bihar and Orissa the sub-district boards 
are merely the agents of the district boai’da and Iwive restricted powers. The 
local Governments concerned deprecate sucii a reconstitution as would 
involve sapping the vitality of district boards, while iJi entire agreement 
with the Commission that sufficient use has not hitlierto been niiide of these 
bodies. I n the Central Provinces, where also snb-distrint Imanls witli limited 
powers exist, a scheme has been introduced for ouhirging their scope by 
entrusting them with the management of minor public works, sanitation, 
water-supply, etc., and placijig an adequate sliare of the district council 
funds at tlndr di.sposal for these purposes. In Assam l lie ruml boanls liave 
jurisdiction over subdivisionul areas, and ])erf()riu the duties assigned else- 
where to district boaids. The Governments of the Ujiited Provinces and the 
Punjab and the Chief Commissioner of the North-West Frontier Province 
consider the sclieme ujisuitable in view of local conditions. Districts iii 
Northern India are comparatively small and form an easily controlled unit, 
communi cations are gootl. and moreover, under existing conditions in the pro- 
vinces concerned. it would l>e more difficult to secure c«nnpeteiit boards cu 
tahsiis than ill districts. Tlie Dieutenant-Governor of' the United Provinces 
considers, moi-eoycr, that there is evei*y prospect of a steady advance in the 
reality and utility of district boanls by acoutinnous and orderly development 
of the existing system of delegation to tahsil or subdivinionul committees. 
The Punjab Government favours the formation of sub-committees within a 
district board on a local basis. The Government of India j^cept the views 
of the several local Governments in regal’d to their owm in’ovinces. 

27. District and sub-district boards, in tlie opinion of the Commission, C' 

. . should contain a large preponderance of elected 

Elective majority. members, togetlier with a nominated element 

sufficient to secure the due [representation of minorities and of official 
experience. 

In the United Proviuces the number of nominated members on a district 
board cannot exceed one-fhird of the elected members, while in the Central 
Provinces the number of sncli members cannot exceed one-third of the 
total number. The Government of Madras are pi’epai’ed to raise the pro- 
portion of elected members to two-thii’ds and one-half of the miaximum 
strength on district and sub-district boards, respectively. In Bombay the 
Goverqur in Council regards it as. inadvisable, in present conditions, to 
provide for an elected majority on the boards. There is alteady a 
substantial majority' of elected members both in district and sub-district 
boards in Bengal, and in Bihar and Orissa. In the Punjab the elective 
system has been applied to many districts and the local Government has 
expressed its readiness to extend it. The Chief Commissioner of Assam has 
adopted the principle of granting an elective majorilijr. in the North-West 
Frontier Province the change is not yet pr.vcticable owing to factional and 
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tribal feeling. It will be seen tUat local Governmej)ts in general are in 
sympathy with the Commission’s proposal. 

28. The Commission were of opinion that an otiicial should remain, as' 

he usually is 'at present, cliairuuui of every 
Cimirman. district anti sub-district board. They considered 

thalfthe removal of the district and subdivisional olEc.er from the president- 
ship of rural boards would have the effect of dissi>ciatij)g them from the 
geiienil interests of tlie district in such matters as roads, education, sani- 
tation, etc., and would divorce them from healthy contact with instructed 
non-olFicial opinion. They differentiated the circumstances of rural boards 
fron* those ol municipalities, in that tne latter are less connected with 
general district administration, tliat they have reached a higher level of 
political education, ajid that the jurisdictional area is much smaller and more 
compact. All local Government's have accepted this view with which the 
Government of India are in agreement, though they will ha\e no objection 
to non-otticLal chairmen being retained wjiere such exist, or appointed where 
a local Government or Administration desires to make the e.xi)eriment. 

29. The funds of district boards are mainly derived from a cess levied 

• upon agricultural land o^r and above the Ifind 

Financial reTOajws. ^ rovenue, witli whicli it ijj collected, and not 
usually exceeding one anna in the rupee <61 pm* cent.) on the annual rent 
value. Since 1905 this^ucome has been sitecially supplemented by a Govern- 
ment contribution amounting to 25 jier cent, of the then existing income. 
Besides this, special grant® are fre<iaontly made to district boards by local 
Governments. The lotal number of district and sub-districL boards in 1912- 
1913 was 199 and 5,‘i(). resp -cti vely. vvitli an aggregate income of £3,787,219 
(Rs. 5.()8, 08,292). In tl^‘ saim* year tliey i-ecc.'ived specially large grants from 
the sums allotted liy the Lnperial Government for education and sanitation. 
Prior to '1913 the district boards of several ])roviiu*,es did not receive the 
wliolo of tlie laud cess. Fur example, this cess ifi Bengal and Bibar and 
Orissa was (livideil ijito two parts, viz., tlie road-cess and the puljlic works 
cess. ’J'lie district boards®3nly enjoyed the lieiietitj of the road-cess, w’hilc 
tlie public works cess belonged of right to tlie local Govenimeut, which 
returned, however, a portion in the shape of discretfonary grants. In other 
Provinces, e.g.. tlie ITnitecI Provinces, the I’nnjab and tlie Nortli-West 
Frontier Province, coiisidex’able dodnetious were made by tlie local Govern- 
ments concerned from tlie cess for various purposes. In 1913 the Imperial 
Government made assignments to the local Governments concerned to 
enable them to liaiid over the entire not proceeds of tlie cess to the board.s. 
The relief thus given amounted to £,548.8(9) (Rs. 82.,33,00C) a year and the' 
jirovinces lieuefitcd wore Bengal, the United Provinces, Biliar and Orissa, 
and to a smaller exleiit the Punjab and the North-West Frontier Prtivince. 
The income of distric(j lioards in Bengal, the United. Provinces and Bihar 
and Oris,sa lias mainly hy this measure been increased by -11, 43 and .55 
per cent., respectively, in the year 19,13-1914. Tliis nota.l>le exxxinsion will 
• enable them in future to undertake or develop many benefloent activities 
from whiclidihey Imve hitlierto been debarred b 3 ’' lack of financial means.

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dhare of 'the aarplas profits over a certain fixed percentage accruing f rom • 
the working of the feeder railway. If tlie former method be adopted, it will 
usoally bj foniid convenient and economical to entrust the construction and 
wording of tlie rjiilway owned by the district board to tlie main line — 
wheflier worked by the State or by a company — with which the district 
board railway connects. In the latter case, the bmiich line company 
receiving th(‘ district board’s guarantee may itself undertake conatrflctiou 
and working, or may arrange for construction and working through the 
agency of tlie main line. The Government of India are of opinion that when 
a liglit railway using steam locomotives is projected outside urbtui limits 
it will ordinarily he prtderable to deal with the project as a railway under . 
the IJailways Act, rather than as a tramway under the Tramways Act. In 
any event the sanction of tlie Hallway Department is necessary in order to 
ensure that the project shall not conflict with others which that department 
may have under tiieir consideration, and the Hailway Department Will at all 
times, when so desired, endeavour to arrange suitable terms for construc- 
tion and working on behalf of the district board, or on behalf of a company 
^^ich has received a district bonid guarantee. /rtPa result of a I'ecenf 
reference from tlfo Government of Madras the Governfiient of India have 
decided that when a district board has accumulated a sum which, though 
substantial, is insnllicient to meet the entire coat of a railway project which a 
district board desires to carrjj out, tliere is no objection to the raising of a 
debeutnre loan on the security of tlie railway to be constructed and the 
potential resources which a district board possesses through the power to 
continue the levy of a railway cess. For the ri'demption of such debentures 
a special .sinking fund n?ed not bo accumulated. Jly this ex])edient a district 
board may become the ovvn%r of a district railway at a much earlier date than 
would formerly have been possible. A large field isrtlius offered for district 
board enterprise. This recent ilecisioti will, it is hoped, he of substantial 
assistance in accelerating t^c construction of local feeder railways outsiile 
the Imperial programme. 

33. A further recommendation was that rural boards should be given 

Bu.iKOtM and financial <o„trol. fullpoWCrtO ptlSS their lllldgetS HUbjOCt Ollly tO 

• the mainteiuince of a prescribed minimum 
balance. The pincedure rccomiiH'nded by the Commission is stated to be 
already in force in the Bombay Presidency. Otlier local ‘Governments 
generally are not prepared to accede to this coinpleUi removal of restrictions, 
although some of rhem jiroposi' some relaxation in the existing rules. The 
Government of India consider that tlie present restrictions on the powers 
of the boards W'th regard generally to himget expenditnre slioukU be 
gradually relaxed witli due regard to local conditions aiul requirements. The 
fact that ail official is almost invariably president of aVural hnard and that 
powers of iiisiiecliou aiul conirol by certain officers of Governnicnt are 
provided under the Acts relating to rural boards sliould ordinarily, in their 
()|»inion. be sufficient safeguards against gross inefficiency or mismanagement. 

34. The otiramisflion also proposed that the existing stringent restritv 
BBtimateKforpnWiework^. ^><108 011 rurul boards With regard to e.stimates for 

public Works should be remtfved. At pi’esent 
rural boards havi to obtain outside .sanction in i-cspeet to roads and other 
public works, the estimates of which involve any considerable amount, the 
limits varying Ar different provinces. In the opinion of the Government 
of India, which iius the general sApport of local Governments, the grant to 
/rural boards of full powers in the allotment of funds and the passing of 
estimates cannot, for the present at least, be conceded, but the extent of the 
necessary financial control might dei>end in the case of rural boanls on the 
competence of the stall' eraploy<>d, and. where this varies, it would not be 
desirable to hy^dowii hard and fast rules for the whole province. In such 
oases district boanls might be placed in different classes accoi-ding to the 
staff employed. The Government of India accept the view of the Com- 
mission that in districts where there are sufficient works to justify the 
special appointment of a trained engineer, a district board which .deMres to 
entertain such an officer and can affom to pay him an adequate salary should 
be permitted, to do so. 

35. The Government of India have come to the same conclusions in the 

case of establishments of rural boards as in the 
case of municipalities (paragraph 23 stepra). They 

have recently « in their Sanitary Resolution NoS. 888-908, dated the 28, rd May 
1914, •expressed the opinion that the appointment of Well-qualified and 
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•whole-time district sa&itary oflicew to control and oj’{?}iniBe all sanitary 
arrangameht8,aud experiments in the district is one of the urjfeut needs <u 

the present timci ^ i 

36. Special powers of control over runil boards are vested in outsiae 
HnMimi autliorlties uiuler the existing Acts, ami the 

Commission recommended tliat these should 
coutiufie. The local Govei'ninehts in general as well as the Government of 
India accept this view. 


Village Organisation — Panchayats or other CoMMiTTEiis. 

* 37. The Commission recommended the constitution and devolopmont of 

_ . . village panchayats possessed w tb certain 

^ administrative powers, with jurisdiction in petty 

civil and criminal cases, and financed by a portion of tlie land cess, sj)'*cial 
grants, receipts from village cattle-pounds and markets, and small fees on civil 
suits. This proposal, favourably commended by the Government of India, 
who expressed their ^adiness to acquiesce in some form of jiermissite 
taxation, if heed btf, bas in general been syrapatb'fetically I’eceived. 'I'he 
practical difiiculties are, liowever, felt to be very great in many parts of India. 
The Government of Burma and tlio Chief Commissiooer of tlie Ccntriil Pro- 
vinces deprecate the introduction of a system , whicli, in their judgment, is 
alien to the customs of the people and will not command public confidence. 
Other Governments are willing to experiment, but on diftereni line.s. The 
Punjab Government 1ms already established panchayats for civil cases only 
and of a voluntary character. Sir Leslie Porter, w^en olliciuting as Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of the United Provinces, expressKjl liis willingness to entrust 
selected pauchayate witli<.criminal as well as civil juri.siliction. 'I'he Madras 
Government are desirous of experimenting in the establishment of pancha- 
yats but consider that action slionld be confiped for tlie pri‘sent to the 
encouragement of voluntary self-contained organismsiiulejiendent of statutory 
sanction and consisting of village elders conferring logeihtu* for common 
village purposes. So far as judicial functions are concerned, tliey are c.-.ntent 
to rely on the provisions of the Madras Village Paueha;^ts Regulation, 1S16, 
and the Madras Village Courts -Act, 1888, which authorise tlse assembling 
of panchayatsjaud the convening of village beucli courts for the settleineni 
of particular civil suits on the application of the parties and to encourage tlie 
operation of these enactments wherever practicalile. 'The Governnicnrs of 
Bengal and of Biliar and Qrissa are of opinion tliat their existing ..iws 
sufficiently provide for the ettablisliment of iianchayafs with administrative 
duties, wliile powers to dispose of criminal cases could be given under tlie 
existing Acts dealing witli the.se mutters. 'J’he Chief Cioimnissioner of Assam 
has expressed his roadine.ss to develop village government, and the Local 
Self-Government Bill which has recently passed the Legislative Council of 
that province permits tlie constitution of village authoioties, the grant ('i 
funds by local boards and from other sources, and the delc^ition of minor 
powers of local control. Tlie wliole question lias now’ been mised again in 
the discussions contained in the report of the Bengal District Admioistnition 
Committee, 1913-1914. . , 

38. The Commission recognised tliat any policy of establishing pan- 

chayats would be tlie work of ma^ years, would 
Pone ayats. pequiro great care ami discretron, and much 

patience and judicious discrimination between the circumstances of different 
villages. The Government of India desire that where any practical scheme 
can be worked out in co-operation with the people concerned, full experiment 
should be made on Hues approved by the local Government, or Administra- 
tion concerned. Throughout the greater part of India the word,“ pancliayat” 
is familiar. The lower castes commonly have voluntarily constituted 
panchayats. to whom they allow quasi- judicial authority in sociul matters. 
The more artificial administrative committees such as <A)iankidari panchayats, 
local fund unions, and village sanitation and education committees, aiid, in 
}>laces oven village panchayats, already exist. The spread of co-operative 
societies and the distribution of Government advances in times of famine 
and scarcity on joint security, are educative influences. Village tribunals for 
the disposal of petty civil suits have got beyond the experiiuental, stage in 
some places and are In tlie experimental stage in others. Tliere is. therefore, 
some material with which to build. The Government of India agree, how- 
ever, with the view prominently braoght forward by the Bengal ^ii>triot 
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Administration Committee that much will depend on the local knowledge 
and personality of the officers who, may be selected to introduce any Rcheino'. 

89. With this general commendation, the Government of India are con- 
_ , . . . tent to leave the matter in the Irands of local 

• enera pnncip ««. Goveriiment.'i aud Admini.strations. They are 

disposed to consider that the following general i>rinciple.s indicate the lines 
on which advance is most likely to be successful ; — • 

(1) The exx)eriments should be made in selected villages or areas larger 

• than a village, where the. people in general agree. 


(2) Legislation, where necessary, should be permissive and general. 
The powers and duties of pancliuyats, wliether administrative 
or judicial, need not'aftd, indeed, should not be identical in every 
village. ♦ • 


(3) In areas where it is considered desirable to confer judicial as well 

as administrative functions upon panchayats the same body 
should exercise both functions. ^ 

(4) Existing viflage administrative committee3,*8uch as village sani- 

tation and education committees, should be merged in the 
village xiilbchayats where the.se 81*0 established. 

fo) The juri.sdiction1if panchayats in judicial case?: should ordinarily 
be jiermissive, but in order to i>rovide inducement to litigants 
reasonable facilities might be allowed to persons wishing to 
have the^l’ cases decided by panchayats. For instance, court- 
foes, if levio^, should be small, technicalities in procedure should 
• be avoided,* atul possibly a speedier execution of decrees 
permitted. * , 

(^) Powers of pertj|iasive taxation ur.iy lie conf n*red on panchayats, 
where desired, subject to the control of the local Government or 
Administration, but the development ,of the iianchayat system 
should not be prejudiced by an excessive association with taxa- 
tion. • 


(7) The relations of panchayats on the administrative side with other 
administrative bodies should be clearly deRned. Tf they are 
financed by district or sub district boarils, there (ianbe no ol)jec- 
tioii to some suiiervision by such boards. 


Presidency Corporation and Kanooon. 

> 40. The OQininis.sion recommended that all the presidency corporations 

Becommondationf of the cSmmW.io«. s'‘OUld bc illVCSted witli the poWerS pOSSeSScd by 

the Oorponition of Jsoinliay, and that tJie system 
of administration in force in that city, viz., that of nominated official Com- 
missioner in cfjinbination with an elected chairman, should be extended to 
the other towns. They also considered that tiio same ijrivileges should bo 
conferred onjjhe Rangoon municipality in view of its population, the large 
future which*ios before it, and the strength of its commercial community. 

41. The presidency municipalities are regulated by special Acts, and 

their resources and powers are far greater than 
Bombay, Calcutta, Madrat. tliose of ally district municipality. In Calcutta 

and Madras the municipal chairman is ap})oiuted by Government. In 
Bombay l^s elected, but tlie executive administration is vested in a Com- 
missioner nominated by Government. He is assisted by a Deputy Com- 
missioner appointed by the corporation subject to the confirmation of 
Government. ThedOommissioner possesses wide executive powers ; in some 
matters he must obtain tlie sanction of the standing committee^ (a statutory 
b^y one-third of whoso members ore nominated by Government) ; in others, 
again, of the corporation. The corporation enjoys a very full discretion in 
the work of muuici^l administration ; it passes its own budget, and may 
• impose taxation within the limits of the law, and tlie sanction of Govern- 
ment is necessary only to the appointments of health officer and engineer. 
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The Corpora tiofi of Calcutta possesses similarly wide powers. The 
sauction of Governm«*nt is, however, required to the execution of Works 
costinj' one lakh of rupees or more and to the salary of any employ^ drawing 
more than Ks. 1,000 a month, as well as to the appointments of health oflScer 
and engineer. • 

In Madras tlie Government i)os.sess numerous powers which are noi 
reserve^ to tlie Governments of Bengal and Bombay. 

42. Ah regards the main proposal of the CommiHsion, the Government 

of Bengal were in 1909 disposed to agree with <6he 
'’^ *^*** **’'"*™^ preference expressed for the constitution of the 

Bombay municipality in respect of the offices^ of 
municipal CommisHif»uer and chairman, but stated that the point would be 
consldeitid here'.tfter. should tlie amendment of the Calcutta Municipal Act 
be undertaken. Tlje Government of Madras agree with the corporation as to 
the advisability of ijitroducing the Bombay system, and they have no objec- 
tion to the general emancipation of the corporation from Government control, 
provided that the inunicii§Mil Commissioner is placed in a position substan-^ 
tiaJly as strong as he occupies in Bombay. 

43. The Government of India have accepted in the main the recom- 

mendations of the local Governments ■which will gef far towards carrying 
out the proposals of the Commis.sion. They have -expressed to the Go'vern- 
ment of Madras the opinion that a free hand might be left to the corporation 
to impose, without the sanction of Government, any tax specifically 
sanctioned by the Act wdth regarti to wdiich maxi 0^.5110 rates have been 
laid down therein. They consider that in order to provide security of 
tenure, the health ofiicer, revenue oflicer, and 'Engineer should not be 
removeable without' the ssinction of Government. In the case botli of 
Calcutta and Madras, the limit of cost of works which may be undertaken 
without the sanction of Government will be raised to Its. 2i lakhs, and, 
with regard to Calcutta, the (lovernment of Bengal have agreed to remove 
the restriction re(|airing the sanclion of Oovornment to salaries carrying 
more than Hs. 1.000 a month. The uppointmenls of health oflicer and 
engineer will continue to require this sanction. ^ 


44. With J’egard to Rangoon, the Government of Burma is not prepared 

to make the eoneessiouK recommended. The 
Banifoon. ci rcumstaiices of Calcutta, Madnis and Rangoon 

are in many respects widely difiereiit, and the Government of India defer, 
at any rate at- present, to the A'iews of tlie local Government on this point. 
Blit they observe, as a genera! proposition. Unit in cities where there is 
a responsible public jin-ss and representation in the Provincial councils, tbo 
case for entrusting large powers and extended freedom to the municipal 
bodies aiipears to be specially strong. 


45. 


The suggestion that Government control over , riilral boanis and 
municipalities should be exercisoh in each 
Local Government hoard. province bv alocul Government board, which 

should contain a proportion of non-official members, was not accepted by 
the Commission. They considered that, since their proposals would greatly 
reduce the outside control exercised over the i^roceedings of nmnicipnl and 
rural boards and would provide for the delegation in largo; measure of 
such powers of guidance as are necessary to (tommissioners and other local 
officers, no benefit w'ould be derived from the creation of a special controll- 
ing board of this nature. Tlie Government of India also are not prepared 
to support the proposal, which is not only unnecessary in the opinion of 
the local Governments eonsnltwl but is undesirable as tending to perpe- 
tuate the very centralisation in local affairs which it is the- object of 
Government to diminish. 


46. In, conclusion the Governor-General in Council hopes that this 

declaration of policy may lead to steady and 
ConciuMon. souiid progrcBS, without Iiampering local Govern- 

ments and Adnlinistrations or unduly fettering local self-government. 

It is designed to mark a definite advance in devolution and political 
education. . His Excellency in Comicil trusts .that it will be interpreted . 
in the spirit in which it is framed, a spirit of prudent boldness, calculating 
risks but not afraid to take them in the cause of progress.

Draft Rules. 

1. Every vessel passing through, the line of navigation known as the 

Madaripur Bhil channel shall stop at the prescribed toll-stations notified in 
the Schedule II attached for the purpose of a^essment, or check, of toll 
charges. * ' 

2. P6r the purposes of these rules, vessels other than rafts, timbers, 

bamboos or other floating material shall be divided into two chisses as 
below : — « 

Class I. — To include all vessels of the usual native types of build. 

Class II. — To include all steamers, flats and ba]|ges, and such other 
square-built boats as should, in the opinion of the Collec- 
tor of Tolls, be included. 

3. The net tonnage of every vessel of class I, whether laden or empty 
shall, for the purposes of thpse rules, be determined by the following 
measurements : — 

. (A) The product of one-quarter the length of the vessel from stem to 
stern, measured along the water-line, multiplied by the interior 
greatest breadth of the vessel, multiplied by the interior greatest 
depth from the water-line to the bottom of the vessel, is to be 
taken as equal to the number of maunds upon which toll sha^ 
be levied. ^ '' 

(B) The measurement of the length is to be made in feet, rejecting 

inches ; the measurement of the breadth and depth is to be 
made ' in feet and quarters of a foot, rejecting portions of less 
than a quarter of a foot. ' 

(C) The maundage on which tollage shall be charged stkail be a simple 

multiple of 12^ maunds, rejecting any remainluer by whicly^ 
the maundage, calculated as above, may exceed such simpl^j^ 
multiple. 

4. For vessels in class II the tonnage shall be determined as follows : — 

The tonnage of steamers shall be the registered tonnage as given in the 
certificate of survey of the steamer. ^ 

Toll shall be levied on the actual weight of cargo curried on steamers, 
flats, barges and other vessels included in this class, as dechired in the 
manifests. . . 

When the registered tonnage of a steamer, or the manifest for cargo of a 
flat is not available, the tonnage will be tiiken as arrived at under rule 3. 

For square-built boats the total maundage, as determined under rules for 
class I, shall be increased by half, and for steamers one-third of the total • 
maundage s^ll be deducted for engine space. 

5. Every vessel except as exempted under rule 10 shall be furnished at 
the toll-station of entty with a ticket on which the name of the seiung 
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ma&jhi or other person in charge of the vessel, the date of entry, the maund- 
:age of the vessel, the nature and weight of the cargo it contains, the amount 
of toll charged and the number of days for which the ticket will remain 
■current, shall be entered. 

• 6. This ticket may be demanded and checked 1^ any navigation officer 
while the vessel is within the tolMimits of the Bhil channel and must be 
kept on board and at hand for that purpose. The ticket must be giveh up at 
the exit toll-station. If the ticket IS not produced on demand by a canal 
•officer, such officer shall assess the amount of toll }>ayable and the vessel will 
be liable to seizure and detention under the provisions of section 9 of the Act 
until such sum is realized. 

.7. Vessels leaving the channel between two toll-stations shall obtain a 
permit for so doing in Form No. 1 from the Toll Collector of the toll-station 
■of entry. In such cases the Toll Collector will issue a tick*et in the usual 
form and also collect the same before the vessel is permitted to proceed. 

8. A vessel, which has been detained under these rules or under section 
:9 of the Act, may not be removed from the channel without the order of 'the 
Aiollector of tolls until the toll due has been iiat# During such deten- 
tion the manjhi.’owne? or agent must make arrangemeirts for the safety of 
the vessel and cargo. 

9. All tolls are pa}iable on demand and shall be x)aid at the toll-station 
before a vessel is permittee! to proceed. Provided that the Collector of tolls 
iippointetl under .section 8 of the Act Jiiay, at his disci’ction. permit vessels 
belonging to individuals or firms of recognised standing to proceed without 
prepayment, on an undertaking that the bills for tollage due shall be liqui- 
■dated monthly on presAi tation. 

10. (T) In the case of^teamers and flats falling under the latter portion 
•of rule 9 a copy of the traffic manifest must be hauded'S.n at the exit toll- 
:station, a receipt for which in Form No. 2 will be issued by the Toll Collec- 
tor to the person in charge of the vessel, in such cases no ticket in the usual 
form will be issued. If the traffic manifest is not produced at the exit toll- 
station the procedure as laid down in rules 6 and 8 will be adojited 

(II) The traffic manifest or the receipt for the same may be demanded 
by any navigation officer while the vessel is within the limits of the Bhil 
■channels between th^Manickdah entrance and Chur Maguvia. 

11. The term “Navigation officer” as used in rule 6 shall include the 
■Collector of tolls apiminted under section 8 of the Act, and the officer, or the 
subordinate duly authorised by such officer of, the Public Works Department 
in charge of the subdivision or section within which the channel is 
situated. 

12. DTiplicate.s of lost tickets will be granted by the Toll Collector who 
originally issued the ticket on payment of a fee of one-fdnrth of the amount 
of toll payable, subject to a maximum of one rupee and a minimum of four 
.annas. The duplicate will be i.ssucd only when the Toll Collector is satisfled 
•concerning the identity of the boat. 

13. No pqir^ion shall wilfully or negligently allow a vessel to sink in the

14. (1) In every case of a sunken vessel, whether due to negligence or 
■otherwise, the Supervisor and his subordinates shall oiler every assistance 
in removing the same. 

,(2) If, thremdays after the occurrence of a wreck, it is seen that prompt 
.measures aixi imt being taken by the owner to remove the sunken vessel 
^om the line of navigation, the Supervisor and his subordinates shall make 
their own arrangements for the removal of the same at the expense of the 
owner, provided that when the w’reck obstructs the fairway tliey shall take 
action at once to remove the same. 

15. When a sunken vessel has been recovered, the Supervisor shall 
■cause noticed to be posted at the toll offices, or other prominent places, 
calling on those concerned to pay to the Collector of tolls all toll or 
demurrage which ms)y be <lue, as well as the expejjses incurred in the 
recovery of the ve.ssel and cargo. Should the sum due be iiot paid within 
fifteen days of the date of notice, the boat and its furniture, or* so much 
•of it as may l)e necessary for the I’ecovery of the due.s, will be sold under 
the procedure directed in section 9 of the Act. 

16. The purchaser of a vessel sold under the provisions of section 9 of 

the Act shall have the right to take it out of the channel on the day of 
purchase, or within such time as may be allowed by the Collector of tolls, 
without payment of tolls. *■ 
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17. When any laden vessel, which has sunk, has been recovered, or 
when anv laden vessel has been seized under the provisions of the Act or of 
these rules, the Supervisor sliall give immediate notice of the recovery or 
seizure to the owner of the cargo or his agent, requiring the removal of the- 
cargo without delay, and informing him that he will be required to pajPall 
expenf^s necessary for the proper custody and storage of the cargo until 
removed, 

18. If the Supervisor be unable th ascertain the name and i^lace of 

business or the abode of tlie owner of tlie cargo of sucli vessel, the notice 
prescribed in rule 16 shall be effected by a notice exhibited in his office,

19. Ldgh(s and Signals . — All vessels, whetlier travelling or moortxl in 

the channel, must, between sunset and sunrise, carry a whit(? light ih a 
lantern on the fore-part of the vessel where it can l)e distinctly seen from 
all^sides. All steam-vessels in motion shall carry the lights prescribed by 
the’Boanl of Tnide re gula tions.

1. Every vessel passing through the line of. navigation known as the 
Madaripur Bhil ghanneJ shall stoj) at the prescribed toll-stations notified in 
the Schedule 11 attached for the jmrpose of assessment, or cluick, of toll 
charges. 

2. For the purposes of these rules, vessels- other than rafts, timbers, 
bamboos or other floating material shall be divided ijito two classes as

When the registered tonnage of a steamer, or the manifest for cargo of a 
flat is not available, the tonnage will be taken as arrived at under rule 3. 

For square-built boats tlie total maundage. as determined under rules for 
class I, shall be increased bv half, and for steamers one-third of the total 
maundage shall be deducted for engine space. 

5. Everj’ vessel except as exempted under rule 10 shall be furnished' at
